Hawaii, continues to feed the mighty 
stream of lava that is steadily flowing 


toward the town of Hilo,.awhich will_be 


destroyed should the flow continue for 
any extended time. 
at the summit of the valcano has 
ceased to belch aught but smoke, but 
the other crater, two miles down the 
mountainside,. continues to feed the 
great lake of liquid fire. 


‘The eruption is accompanied by roars. 


from the depths of the earth that are 
almost deafening, 
from the scene. The earth trembles. 
The scene.is one so grand that those 
who have braved hardships to look 
down into the lake of fire believe noth- 
ing in history has surpassed it. Dar- 
ing tourists tell of great stones, at 
white heat, hurled hundreds of feet 
into the air, only to fall, with a ter- 
rible roar and splash, into the lake 
from whence they were vomited: The 
natives, filled with superstitious ter- 
ror, believe the end of all things is at 
hand. Frank Davey, the well-known 
photographer, who returned yesterday 
from 
last night: 

“We ascended Mauna Loa on horse- 
back to the top, passed around the old 
big crater at the summit, and then 
proceeded by foot down the side. From 


the top of the mountain to the head of 
the lava flow, “we came upon and ex- 


amined eight cones, or craters. They 
were in succession down the side. All 
were of considerable size, being nearly 
as large as the cone of Punchbowl, 
with high walls all around, except on 
the lower sides. 

“The first five were dead, but ap- 
peared to have been active quite re- 
cently. The sjxth was smoking. In 
the seventh was some fire and consid- 
erable smoke. The eighth was the won- 
der of the series. It was belching forth 
smoke and fire, as well as molten 
rocks of great size. The rocks were as 


big as horses, and went so high in the 


air that they cooled before falling 
again to the ground. From this crater 
issued the flow that is making toward 
Hilo, and from above it presented a 
grand spectacle, winding down the 
mountainside.” 

Davey describes the eruption as ter- 
rifying in the extreme. Great masses 
of rock of white heat seemed to be 
thrown by Titanic force, hundreds of 
feet into the air, as though shot out of 
a cannon. They turned black as they 
cooled, and fell back into the pit, only 
to be shot upward again by the same 
wonderful force. This process was go- 
ing on uninterruptedly, while great vol- 
umes of smoke poured forth from the 
edges at intervals, and lava in streams 
from the numerous apertures. Some- 
times a sheet of lava would be thrown 
bodily high into the air, and at other 
times vast quantities of almost pure 


» sulphur.

Frank Davey has returned from a 
visit to the volcano. It took Davey 


and his party fifteen hours to ascend 
the mountain from the active crater 
to ithe summit, where the horses were 
left. Two men became delirious on 
the way for want of water. The trip 
is described as one terrible in the ex- 
treme. All around the top of the 
mountain it was cold. At the crater 
it was very hot. The extremes were 
such as would knock almost anybody 
out. 

J. S. Pratt was caught on a knoll 
high up on Mauna Loa, on two sides 
of which the lava was flowing. The 
sun was nearly down. He did not 
know which way to go, and spent the 
night theré-as a desperate chance, as 
he thought, for life. _He sat up all 
night and watched the lava flow. When 
the fumes were blown his way he would 
have to lie down on his face to keep 
from suffocating. Next morning he 
found his way out by following back 
down between the two flows. 

August 12, the first anniversary of 
the day on which the American flag 
was raised over this country, will be 
observed as a holiday throughout Ha- 
waii. This was decided upon at a 
reeent Cabinet meeting. There will be 
a grand reception and ball in the 
executive building. The government 
expects that citizens will unite to have 
a day programme of sports and other 
‘events. _ President Dole said it was 
desired to make the day a memorable 
one. 

Senator Clark of Wyoming, who is 
visiting the islands, in a recent inter- 
view, said: ‘There is not a member 
of Congress that has anything in mind 
for Hawaii save the most liberal form 
of government. You are not merely 
assured of a ‘Territorial form of gov- 
ernment, but you will have local priv- 
ileges here that the Territories recently 
admitted to the Union were forbidden. 
You may tell the people of the islands 
that their fear of a colonial govern- 
ment is without foundation. I know 
whereof I speak. Not a man in Con- 
gress wants to see euch a form of gov- 
ernment for Hawaii, and President Mc- 
Kinley, an enthusiast on Hawaii, is 
of the same mind.”

BRITAIN ANNOUNCES HER POLICY 
AS TO INDIAN MINTS. 


The Sovereign Will be Made Legal 
Tender and Unrestricted Coin- 
age of Gold Will Be the Rule 
Henceforth.

LONDON, July 28.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] <A dispatch from Lord George 
Hamilton, Secretary of State for India, 
to Baron Curzon, the Indian Viceroy, 
has been made public. It announces 
that the government has decided to 
adopt the report of the Indian Cur- 
rency Committee, and that the policy 
of keeping the Indian mints closed to 
unrestricted coinage of silver will be 
maintained. 

The dispatch further says that the 
British sovereign will be made a legal 
tender in India; that mints will be 
opened to the unrestricted coinage of 
gold, and that the permanent ex- 
change value of the rupee will be 1s. 4d.

THE PRESIDENT HAS TOLD GEN. 


OTIS BY CABLE. 


Criticisms of the Commanding Gen- 
Conduct of Philippines 
Affairs Lend the Executive to Do 
« Graceful Act—Modest Reply 
Received. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] In the face of attempts made 
to show that the administration is dis- 
satisfied with the course of Gen. Otis 
in'the Philippines, President McKinley 
has sent to Gen. Otis an expression 
of|confidence in his ability and judg- 
ment, and assurances that his conduct 
of ‘civil and military matters meets 
with the hearty approval of the govern- 
ment. There has never been a time 
when criticism of Gen. Otis’s adminis- 
tration would have had such little ef- 
fect upon the President and his ad- 
visers'in Washington. The opinion is 
Snake in official quarters that the at- 
tacks on Gen. Otis are based on ncth- 
ing more than a desire to embarrass 
the government, and to make political 
capital out of the Philippine cituation. 

The knowledge possessed hy the gov- 
ernment of the situation at Manila 
and elsewhere in the archipelago is 
much broader than is generally sup- 
posed. It is so complete that no per- 
son in this country, outside of the 
small circle which is close to the Presi- 
dent, can-know half much about the 
true condition of affairs. After czere- 
ful consideration of all evidence in re- 
gard to the conduct of the campaign 
and civil administration in the archi- 
pelago, made in view of the criticisms 
of Gen. Otis, the President end ‘those 
whose council he sought could find no 
flaw in the record of the commanding 
general at Manila. 

It was known) that Ger. Otis was 
aware that his course was being criti- 
cised, and the President therefore de- 
cided that the time had arrived when 
it was well to indicate to him that his 
conduct was fully approved. The 
President’s cablegram was sent’ ac- 
cordingly. The reply of Gen. Otis is 
regarded in administration circles as 
extremely manly and straightforward. 
The general thanked the President for 
his expression of confidence, and fol- 
lowed it with a disclaimer of any 
desire to secure reward on account of 
his work at Manila. He said that his 
sole purpose was to bring peace to the 
Philippines, and every action taken: by 
him had that end in view.

EXILES TO ARM.

CAPE HAYTIEN, July 28.—The fun- 
eral of President Heureaux took place 
at 5 o'clock last evening in Santiago de 
Los Caballeros. The population was. 
panic-stricken, but there was no. dis- 
order. A report has been received 
here to the effect that the adversaries 
of the government attacked Moca last 
night. 

The news of the death of President 
Heureaux was hardly credited here by 
the people generally until last evening, 
when undoubted confirmation was re- 
ceived. Then there was great rejoic- 
ing among the Dominican exiles, many 
of whom live in and around Cape Ilay- 
tien. These exiles, who were driven 
out of their country by Heureaux, are 
now preparing to arm themselves and 
enter Santo Domingo, where they ex- 
pect their chief, Don Juan Isidor Jimi- 
nez, to join them. 

The Dominican government is' mak-- 
ing preparations on a large scale to 
maintain itself. 


WILL NOT DISCUSS IT. - 


Gomez not Talking About the Santo 
Dominican Presidency. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.]} 

HAVANA, July 28.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] With regard to the rumor that 
Gomez will be the next President of 
the Republic of San Domingo, it is 
stated here that the most popular can- 


didate is Sefor Juan Jimenez, who took 
pert in the insurrection of June, 1838, 
and who is now in Havana. It is fos- 


sible, however, so it is reported, that 
if a revolution takes place, Sefior Jimi- 
nez’s opponents may offer Gomez the 
leadership.

NEW YORK, July 28.—The Times 
Says that Ramon Caceros, the mur- 
derer of President Heureaux of Santo 
Domingo, is about 25 years of age, and 
is connected with one of the best and 
richest families of that republic. A 
considerable portion of his life has 
been spent in the United States. He 
completed his education at the Rens- 
salaer Technical Institute at Troy, 
where he was graduated about four 
years ago. While residing in Troy he 
married Lillie, the adopted daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. S. Hakes. Mr. Hakes 
died some years ago, and his widow 
passed away soon after her daughter's 
marriage to Caceros. All of the prop- 
erty was left to Mrs. Caceros. Part 
of the real estate, consisting of a block 
on Fulton street, Troy, was recently 
sold to ex-United States Senator Ead- 
ward Murphy, Jr. 

Caceros converted all of his wife’s 
property into cash and they came to 
_New York and made their home here 
for some time. Caceros often said that 
48 soon as the oportunity offered he 
would go to Santo Domingo and inaug- 
urate a revolution. He started on his 
mission a few weeks ago, leaving 
Mrs. Caceros here. Those who know 
Caceros are confident that he laid his 
plans well, and had taken precautions 
to' insure his escape.

United States Vessels to Guard Our

CLEVELAND (0..) July 28.—Slowly 
and surely law and order are 
triumphing over lawlessness and dis- 
order, and tthe city is beginning to 
resume its old appearance. Today the 
Street cars were well patronized, and 
especially during the busy hours of 
the morning and evenin. This is 
the best indication that the gov- 
ernment is winning in the struggle. 

Mayoy Farley is well pleased with 
the situation, but he has not relaxed 
his fight one whit, and will not until 
the last vestige of disorder is wiped 
out. The Mayor and Adjt.-Gen. Axline 
are at present involved - in a con- 
troversy over what troops shall do 
and what they shall not do. The ad- 
jutant-genelal is of the opinion that the 
duty of the National Guard is merely 
to put down rioting, and not to do 
police duty. Whatever the duty of the 
National Guard may be, Mayor Farley 
holds that the troops are here under 
his authority, and they will remain 
here until he feels that they can be 
dispensed with. The responsibility of 
preserving the order of the city rests 
upon the shoulders of the Mayor, he 
Says, and he proposes to see that his 
plans are not interfered with by any 
one. He declares that he is to be the 
judge as to when the troops are not 
wanted. 

There have been severol outbreaks 


Axline within the last few days over this 
question. Today the Mayor refused to 
discuss the dufficulty, saying that this 
was no time to stir up any discord. 

“I will merely reiterate my state- 
ment of last night,’ said the Mayor, 
“that this is a time for every man to 
mind his own business.”’ 

The Mayor takes but little interest in 
the talk of boycotting merchants. He 
believes that just as soon as quiet is 
restored and the fever is gone all such 
talk will. cease. A boycott is against 
natural laws; that a man will not pay 
6 cents for an article thet can be pur- 
chased for 5, and a man will not walk 
a mile to make a purchase when he 
can get what he wants at a quarter 
of a mile. 

It is said at the City Hall that there 
are quite a number of recent employés 
of the street railway company who 
would go back to work if permitted, 
but that they are hindered by threats 
from some of the more radical em- 
strike.

CHICAGO SAUSAGE-MAKER HAD 


MADE A CONFESSION, 


Told a Palmist of His Crime While 
Confined in the Chicago Jail—His 
Death at Jollet Releasew the 
Long-kept Secret.

CHICAGO, July 28.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The death of Adolph Louis 
Luetgert in Joliet. Penitentiary has 
solved the mystery connected with the 
disappearance of his wife Louise, and 
has established the truth of the accu- 
sation brought against him. Luetgert 
confessed to the murder of his wife. 
He told about it while in jail, and dur- 
ing the progress of his first trial. 

The confession was made to Frank 
Fay Pratt of No. 3229 Prairie avenue, 
who became acquainted with the sau- 
sage-maker on account of the interest 
he was taking in the case of Chris 
Merry, the wife-murderer, from a 
charitable and _ scientific standpoint. 
Pratt is devoted to the study of palm- 
istry. 

Following the arrest of Chris Merry, 
Pratt became a visitor at the County 
Jail. He went there in the interest of 
science and to do what he could for 
the man, who, according to the tenets 
of palmistry, was predestined to meet 
the fate that finally overtook him. It 
became noised among the inmates of 
the jail what Pratt’s vocation was. 
Many asked to see him. Luetgert sent 
for Pratt to come to his cell. There 
the prisoner questioned his visitor re- 
garding his ability to read life from 
the lines of the hand. Pratt said:

Regarding the peace convention at 
The Hague, the archbishop said:

War Department Advised That Many 
of Them Desire to Re-enlist After 
Visiting Their Families—Enlist- 
ments in the Thirty-fifth Regi- 
ment Slower Than Expected.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The lie is ziven to pub- 
lished statements that the Oregon Vol- 
unteers, who recently returned from 
Manila, were disgusted with their 
treatment in the Philippines and would 
not return in any circumstances. In a 
telegram to the Adjutant-General of 
the army from Lieut.-Col. Plummer of 
the Thirty-fifth Infantry Regiment, 
who is engaged in organizing the regi- 
ment at Vancouver Barrecks, Wash., 
Col. Plummer says that a number of 
Oregon men desire to reénlist for serv- 
ice in the Philippines and have ex- 
pressed their intention to do so if the 
War Department will permit them to 
see their families before returning to 
the army.

in the Philippines.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) July 28.—The 
Times prints this afternoon what pur- 
ports to be a full and uncensored list 
of fatalities in the American army in 
the Philippines up to June 2. The list 
was furnished by Fred J. EHitel, a rep- 
resentative of the Manila Freedom, who 


claims to have obtained it from the rec-]| 


ords in the Surgeon-General’s office at 


Manila. 

The total number of fatalities is 736; 
23 officers, 699 privates and 14 civilians, 
attached to the army. A remarkable 
feature of the record is found in the 
statement that the number of officers 
killed in battle is out of all proportion 
to the number of privates killed. On 
the other hand, fewer officers died from 
disease, proportionately, than pri- 
vates. Out cf the 23 officers dead, 16 
were killed in action, 2 were drowned 
and 5 died of disease, as follows: Ty- 
phoid, 1; meningitis, 2; rheumatism of 
heart, 1; paralysis, 1. 3 

Of the 699 privates, 294 died of wounds 
received in action, 9 were killed acci- 
dentally, 23 were drowned, 7 committed 
suicide, 106 died of typhoid, 99 of small- 
pox, 47 of dysentery, 28 of pneumonia, 
19 of malarial fever, and 14 of menin- 
gitis. The remaining 17 died from 
various diseases. 

Of the 14 deaths among civilians, 7 
were from smallpox and 3 from gun- 
shot wounds received in action.

New York Herald Correspondent at 
Trieste Cerbles Intérview 
With the Great American—The 
Kaiser's Policy.

CHICAGO, July 28.—A Tribune spe- 
cial from New York says that the Her- 
ald this morning has a special cable- 
gram from Trieste, in which Admiral 
Dewey is quoted as saying, “Our next 
war will be with Germany.”

Admiral Von Diedrichs was 
relieved from his Manila post in ac- 


cordance with an arrangement of long 


standing and because his time was up— 
not as a concession, made in friendli- 
ness to the American government. Ger- 
many’s policy is to prevent other pow- 
ers from obtaining what she cannot 
acquire herself.’ 

The admiral continued: ‘We need 
a large and thoroughly-equipped navy 
that can cope with any other power. 
England is our natural ally, and differ- 
ences such as those about the Vene- 
zuelan border and the fisheries do not 
interfere with a friendly understanding 
existing between the two nations.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—The 
mystery of the sending of a basket of 
poisoned glacéa fruit to Miss Florence 
Campbell of No. 610 Ellis street has 


‘been solved by Chief of Police Lees, 


and the result shows that there was no 
attempt made to take life, and that no 
one was even made ill by the poisoned 
fruit, It appears that Miss Campbell 
sent the poison to herself in further- 
ance of a plot by which she hoped to 
keep her name from figuring as co- 
respondent in a divorce suit. 

According to the confession- which 
has been made by Miss Campbell, the 
basket of glacéd fruit was sent on 
June 29 to No. 610 Ellis street, where 
Miss Campbell had been living with 
John R. Rathom. It was claimed at 
first that Miss Campbell and Mrs. Elsie 
Scheib had been made ill by eating the 
fruit. The police learned of the case, 
and an investigation was made by 
Chief Lees, who, after having Miss 
Campbell identified as a recent pur- 
chaser .of arsenic, connected her wi'th 
the basket and the purchase of the 
glacéd fruit. 

Confronted with these discoveries, 
Miss Campbell confessed her plot. The 
results of the investigation were laid 
before the District Attorney, mwho 
stated that the California law did not 
cover the case. There’ will, conse- 
quently, be no prosecution, and there 
will be no police interference with Miss 
Campbell’s announced plan of return- 
Ing to her old home in West Virginia. 


BLACKSMITH KELLY’S SHOT. 


Fugitive from Preston Reform 
School Killed—May Be Murder. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SACRAMENTO, July 28.—The story 
of what appears to have been a murder 


came from Sheldon to the Bee office 


this afternoon. A couple of boys es- 
eaped from the Preston School of In- 
dustry a few days ago. One of them 
named Joseph Morgan, 17 years old,' 
was tracked to the vicinity of Sheldon, 
four miles from Elk Grove, by T. F. 
one of the officers of the 
school. Phillips and another man from 
the school, whose name could not be 
obtained, started out to round up the 
escapes. They were accompanied by 
James Kelly, a former blacksmith of 
Sheldon. Kelly carried a rifle. 

The party went out into the fields 
and were rewarded by seeing young 
Morgan running across a hay field. As 
to what talk then passed between 


Phillips, the other man and Kelly 
there may be some doubt. But there 
appears to be no doubt that Kelly 


raised the rifle, aimed at the boy, and 


five minutes 


fired. The boy dropped dead in the hay 
field. Kelly declares that he was or- 
dered by the school authorities to 
shoot, and that he tried to fire over the 
boy’s head. On the other hand, it is 
claimed the officers did not authorize 
Kelly to shoot. 

Morgan was a mere lad of 17 years 
and had been sent from San Francisco. 
Nothing is known as to his parentage. 


NEW GLACIERS FOUND. 
Important Discoveries in Alaska by 
New York Scientists. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

TACOMA (Wash.,) July 28.—The 
party of scientists ho went to Alaska 
a month ago as guests of E. H. Harri- 
man of New York, are meeting with 
unqualified success. They made several 
important discoveries. Among these is 
an immense bay extending inland over 
twenty miles. At.the upper end of the 
bay they have discovered a great gla- 
cier inferior only to Muir Glacier in 
size. This bay was named Unknown 
Bay. 

Four other new glaciers which have 
never- before been seen by white men 
were found at the head of Disenchant- 
ment Bay. In Icy Bay, opposite Car- 
roll’s glacier, an immense. glacier 
three-quarters of a mile in width was 
discovered and named Harriman glia- 
cier. In the bay where the Grand Pa- 
cific glacier is located observations 
were taken which show that its ice 
wall has receded three miles since Muir 
and Reed visited the locality and es- 
tablished their survey twenty years 
ago. 

These details were brought by local 
members of the party who left the 
steamer Elder at Kodiak.

Davisville Orchardists Sell Their 
Nuts—Partletts in London.

In 1893 Riverside county was formed. 
Before 1893, 158 miles of Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad ran through the county, 
and the railroad did not pay its back 
taxes until after the new county was 
formed. The San Diego people contend 
that the money should have been paid 
to them, as there was no Riverside 
county when the taxes were due. The 
Supreme Court is of the same opinion, 
and Riverside will have to pay back 
$7969, v:hich it took in 1893 in taxes pay- 
able to San Diego, payable in 1888.

TALKED IN COMMONS. | 


SIR H. CAMPBELL-BANNERMAN ON 
TRANSVAAL AFFAIRS, 


The Liberal Leader Declares He Has 
Seen Nothing to Justify British 
Intervention—Chamberlain Says 
Such Language Will Embarrass 
the Government. 


| [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, July 28.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the House of Commons today 
the Colonial Office vote furnished the 
Liberals with an opportunity for a de- 
bate on the government’s policy in the 
Transvaal. . 

Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman, the Lib- 
eral leader, said he thought that, in 
view of the negotiations pending, reti- 
cence and reserve must rule debate. 
While he did not sympathize with Boer 
opposition to franchise-extension, he 
saw nothing from beginning to the end 
of the story to justify intervention. 
War over South Africa would be one of 
the direst calamities possible. The 
speaker pleaded for further friendly 
and prudent action through Dutch 
sympathizers at the Cape. He saw no 
reason why this should not achieve 
conspicuous success, as a similar course 
had been done in Canada in times past. 

The Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies, Joseph Chamberlain, opened his 
speech in reply by declaring that Sir 
H. Campbell-Bannerman's language 
was calculated to embarrass the action 
of the government. 

THE BRITISH POLICY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LONDON, July 28.—The egrievences of 
the Uitlanders, Chamberlain said, were 
admitted on all hends to be serious, but 
the most serious part was thit the out- 
rageous treatment to which they were 
subjected was part of the seitled policy 
pursued by the Boers. The situation 
was dangerous to imperial interests. As 
regards the racial faud coming out of 
race wars, race antagonism wiready wa3 
poisoning the community. It was not 
& question of a five or seven-years’ 
franchise, but of the power and au- 
thority of the empire and of the posi- 
tion of Great Britain in South Africa. 
Referring to offers of colonial help, 
Chamberlain said that if the matter 
was arranged, it would always be a 
satisfaction to think England might 
count upon the loyalty of the colonies, 

Referring to Sir Campbell-Banner- 
man’s eulogy of Hon. W. B. Schreiner, 
formerly Prime Minister of Cape Col- 
ony, and J. Hofmeier, the Afrikander 
leader, Chamberlain said both of tnem 
had declared. that the earlier and il- 
lusory proposals of President Kruger 
were entirély satisfactory. While they 
were appointed os judges, whose as- 
sistance the government ought to in- 
vite, the House must remember that 
they had been at least a little prema- 
ture. 

In dealing with the laiest proposal, 
Chamberlain said, President Kruger 
has invited friendly advice. and the 
government has thought itself ‘usiified 
in pointing to him that a joint in- 
quiry should be held. These proposals 
were with the view of determining 
what representation will be immedi- 
ately given; what basis of satisfactory 
settlement will be made. In any case, 
the government will press for necessary 
alterations in order to secure the ob- 
jects in view. 

“We have undertaken,” he said, “the 
cause of the Uitlanders, and are bound 
to see it through. We shall not rest 
until a conclusion satisfactory to us 
has been reached. I anticipate that 
the efforts will be successful, byt we 
must not tie our hands in regard to the 
measures that will be r to fill 
anticipation.” 

The House adopted the vote. 
AMONG THE LORDS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, July 28.—In the House of 
Lords today the Earl of Campdown 
called attention to the Transvaal situa- 
tion. The Earl of Dunraven and others 
followed, all declaring that any de- 
parture from the recognized policy of 
the government would be dangerous. 
The Earl of Selbourne, Under Secre- 
tary of the Colonies, made a statément 
similar in purpose to that made in the 

House of Commons by Chamberlain. 

Lord Salisbury reminded the House 
that he absolutely dissented from the 
policy of 1881, which was tainted with 
the grave fault of optimism. Neverthe- 
less, President Kruger assented in the 
protocol of the 1881 convention to 
friendly coéperation of the races, while 
he has since taken on absclutely op- 
posite line, his own effert being to 
separate the English and South African 
governments and to reduce the Eng- 
lish to the status of a subjugated race. 

The Premier declared that he was not 
surprised that penic overtook Presi- 
dent Kruger at the interruption of 
the gold digging in 1886, but he blamed 
him for not consulting the British gov- 
ernment as to how to deal with the 
phenomenon. He agreed that if the 
latest concessions were genuinely car; 
ried out, the government might lcok 
forward to a peaceful sclution of the 
crisis. Her Majesty’s government had 
put their hands to the plow, and cer- 
tainly did not want to withdraw them.

SUPREME COURT DECISION OF 
UNUSUAL INTEREST. 


Convictions of Persons Charged 
With Criminal Assault Rendered 
Most Difficult by Georgia Court 
Finding—Crime in Maryland, 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 
CHICAGO, July 28.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Atlanta, Ga., says 
that it is feared that a decision ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court of Georgia 
will be the result of encouraging lynch- 
ings in the State. The case was that 
of Dorsey vs. the State and came up 
from Carroll county. The Supreme 
Court split upon the decision, the jus- 
tices refusing to affirm the sentence of 
guilty by the lower court for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

First, in order to secure a convic- 
tion for.criminal assault the evidence 
must show beyond all reasonable doubt 
an assuault; second, the intent, and, 
third, a purpose to carry into effect 
this intention with force. If either of 
these elements are lacking, the offense 
is not made out. . 

It will be difficult to secure the per- 
formance of the _ three conditions 
named, hence the belief that lynching 
will increase.

BOSTON, July 28.—With one excep- 
tion, the first day's races in the big re- 
gatta o7 the National Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen, held on the Charles 
River, proved interesting and exciting, 
the senior four-oared race, which was 
won by Pennsylvania, easily leading in 
respect to close finishes. The first heats 
in both the intermediate sculls and the 
association senior singles was not far 
behind in the way of furnishing ex- 
citement, O’Keefe of Springfield svin- 
ning the former and John Rumohr of 
Rat Portage. Ont, taking the latter. 

If the two-mile pull of the interme- 
diate eights had been allowed as a 
race that, too, would have to be re- 
corded as a contest full of excitement, 
but unfortunately one of the crews, the 
Vespers of Philadelphia, met with an 
accident, and the other three, refusing 
to heed the referee’s whistle, Kept on 
to a grand finish, with the New York 
Athletic Club in the lead. The referee, 
however, decided it no race, and the 
event will be pulled off tomorrow. Bet- 
ter water, weather and racing could 
scarcely have been desired, and a 
crowd of 8000 on the river bank en- 
joyed all three immensely. 

The great senior four-oared shell 
race was easily the feature of the aft- 
ernoon. Three crews were entered for 
the race, the Pennsylvania Barge Club 
of Philadelphia, the Brockville Rowing 
Club of Brockville, Ont., and the West- 
ern Rowing Club of St. Louis, but the 
latter crew was almost left behind 
- from the very start of the other two. 
Pennsylvania and Brockville were very 
evenly matched, but the former had a 
stroke in Dempsey that practically 
won for them the race. 

The Canadians had the best of the 
start, and with a perfect finish stroke 
and an easy swing seemed to have lit- 
tle difficulty in maintaining a lead to 
the turn. Pennsylvania, however, was 
not a length behind when the mark 
was reached, and would have undoubt- 
edly been the same distance off if they 
had not made a bad mess at the turn. 
Brockville’s crew, however, swung 
their boat round in quick time, and 
were four strokes to the good when the 
tavo crews squared away for home. It 
was here that Dempsey put the fire into 
his crew that at the end gave them the 

- He dug and tore water until it 
boiled behind the frail shell, and at the 
mile had driven his craft until it 
lapped the Brockville shell. 

From that point to the finish the con- 
test was exciting ,and the two crews 
were cheered at every stroke. A hun- 

7 yards from the line Dempsey 
called upon his clubmates, and doing 
two men’s work himself, the Pennsyl- 
vanians managed to shoot their shell! 
' Over the line ahead of that of the Ca- 
nadians. 

With the smaller races out of the 
Way, the four big eight-oared crews— 
the New York Athletic Club, the Ves- 
pers of Philadelphia, the Atlantas of 
Springfield and the schoolboy crew of 
the Boston Athletic Association—started 
up the river for their two-mile straight- 
away contest. There was some slight 
delay at the start, but at last all four 
got away, with the New York Ath- 
letic Club’s boat in the lead. An eighth 
of a mile from the start the Vesper 
crew suddenly stopped rowing, and No. 
7 threw up his hands. The starter called 
and called for the other three crews 
to cease rowing, but the fight was too 
fierce, and not one of them dared to 
give up, although the starter’s warn- 
ing was reinforced by the whistle on 
board the referee’s boat. 

The three crews, however, still kept 
op, and the race developed into a grand 
cGntest between the New York Ath- 
letic Club and the schoolboys. There 
was great commotion as the crews 
neared the finish, and the two went 
over the line amid cheers. It was not 
until the judge at the finish had an- 
nounced the decision that it was known 
which went over the line first. The At- 
lantas were two lengths behind, and the 
time taken unofficially was 
Referee Stimpton, after hearing the 
statement of the starter,- announced 
that the contest was no race.

ESTERHAZY A “DAISY.” 


AFTER ALL HIS TALK HE SAYS HE’ 


2" WILL NOT SPEAK. 


Refuses to Attend the Court-martial 
of Dreyfus Though Given Safe- 
conduct—Palmist Puts Marchand 
on a Plane With Washington. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

PARIS, July 28.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] There is one point upon which 
the Dreyfusites and anti-Dreyfusites 
are in perfect accord. That is the im- 
portance of Maj. Esterhazy’s appear- 
ance as a witness at the new trial of 
Dreyfus in Rennes. Disgust is there- 
fore gemeral at the news that Ester- 
hazy refuses to attend, notwithstand- 
ing safe conduct has been given him 
by the government, which guarantees 
him against arrest until after’ the 
trial. 

The Matin gives a declaration made 
by Esterhazy to its correspondent to 
the effect that it is not for him to 
speak, but for the generals whom he 
has openly accused to justify their 
acts. He is curious to see whether they 
will do this at Rennes. But at any 
rate, he is not going to be present at 
the trial of his victim, Capt. Dreyfus. 

Gaston Mery, one of the editors of 
the Libre Parole, publishes an inter- 
view he has had with a palmist, Mme. 
de Thebes, who has examined the hand 
of Marchand, the “hero of Fashoda,”’ 
as he is styled here. Mery asked the 
cheiromancier whether it was the hand 
of a Napoleon or of a Boulanger.

He has firmness of character, 
spirit, resolution, which Boulanger 
lacked. He will never be turned from 
his path by women, nor will he ever 
seek vain glory.

PRESENT DISPUTE.

Suggests the Enactment of Laws 
Which Would Prevent American 
Miners from Operating in . 
| British Columbia, 


Railroad to Dawson Over Canadian 
Territory Suggested as a Means 
of Removing the Necessity 
for a Port of Entry. 


Senator Mills Expresses Hope for a 
Settlement on the Basis of Cana- 
dian Contentions and Cites 
Former Similar Disputes, 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, July 28.—The Herald’s 
correspondent at Ottawa has _ inter- 
viewed Sir Charles Tupper, leader of 


the opposition to Senator David Mills, } 


Minister of Justice, on the Alaska 
boundary question. Senator Mills went 
to Great Britain to show that 
the Canadian contention was supported 
not only by American precedents, but 
by the language of the treaty. 

, The settlement of the question in 
accordance with our contention is a 
matter of great importance to Canada,” 
he said, “because it gives us easy and 
inexpensive egress to our own territory, 
whereas if-the United States wins it 
will be great detriment to us and of 
little benefit.to it. I recall a boundary 
dispute between the United States and 
Great Britain in which the American 
authorities contended that their view 
ought to prevail because the conces- 
sion was of great advantage fo them, 
without being serious injury to Eng- 
land.” 

Sir Charles Tupper said: ‘“‘The situa- 
tion is this: In a treaty made be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia in 
1825 the boundary between the Rus- 
sian possession and the British posses- 
sion was defined. The United States 
has come into possession of al] the 
rights of Russia, and it was proposed 
some years ago that that boundary 
shovld be deliminated. Persons were 
appointed at the request of Great 
Britain and the United States to ex- 
plore, survey and report in order that 
the question might be taken up and 
settled. 

“When Joseph Chamberlain, Lord 
Sackville and myself were appointed 
in 1887 to negotiate with the United 
States for the settlement of matters 
affecting Canada we were charged with 
the settlement of the Alaskan boundary 
in conjunction with a commission, con- 
sisting of Senator Bayard, Judge Put- 
nam and Prof. Angello. Mr. Bayard 
took the ground that we had not suffi- 
cient information and must get more 
as to the topography of the country be- 
fore we could submit it for settlement, 
80 the question was postponed and the 
discussion went on. 

“All that Canada asks—all that she 
has ever asked—is that if the United 
States and Great Britain are not 
agreed upon the meaning of the treaty 
providing for the deliminating of the 
boundary, the matter should be dealt 
with as all matters of a similar char- 
acter are dealt with, by the appoint- 


ment of an international commission | 


to settle the question, just as the 
boundary between Venezuela and 
le gg Guiana is being settled today in 


“Canada proposed in the commission | 


that in reference to such a boa 
international experts the 
should repress the terms in the Vene- 
zuelan matter to be subjected to Great 
Britain. The terms proposed. by Can- 
eda and Great Britain would be sub- 
mitted and that it would be a com- 
fhittee without any umpire at all, un- 
less the umpire be selected from South 
America. The United States stipu- 
lated it would not have any arbitra- 
tion at all unless it was agreed that 
if the arbitrators found the existing 
settlement of Skaguay and Dyea were 
in Canadian territory, it should be 
agreed that the United States should 
them. 

“The United States has detérmine 
that there shall be no settlement ~ 
_the question. until it_ceases to be im- 
portant by the exhaustion of the gold 
fields of the Canadian Yukon, and 
recognizing the differences that lie in 
the way in the ultimatum on the part 
of Great Britain, such as undoubtedly 
would be resorted to dealing with any 
other country than the United States 
and the consequent difficulty of ob- 
taining a proms solution by the dec- 
laration of the boundarygline, I have 
proposed a new remedy. 

“Tt is not that there shall be a re- 
sort to war or to any collision between 
the United States and Great Britain, 
but that Canada shall protect her 
undoubted rights and interests by con- 
structing a railroad from Kitimat, in 
British Columbia, to Dawson City. In 
the same direction I recommend that 
another act shall be passed adopting 
the mining laws of the United States 
to such an extent as will prevent any 
but British subjects procuring mining 
leases or bening able to carry on min-, 
ing in the Canadian Yukon, These 
laws should contain a clause whereby 
they would only come into operation 
by a proclamation of the Governor- 
General in council.

CLOSING FARCE COMEDY, 


SPANISH COMMANDERS IN CUBA ON 
TRIAL IN SPAIN. 


Gen. Linares Offered Himself as a 
Martyr in Assuming Responsi- 
bility for Defeat He Had Fore- 
seen, but Could not Prevent. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}] 

MADRID, July 28—{By Atlantic 
The trial of Gens. Toral, Ba- 
reja and others for surrendering San- 
tiago de Cuba will begin on Monday, 
before a supreme court-martial, and it 
is expected to occupy six or seven sit- 
tings of the court. It is stated that 
Gen. Blanco, who was governor-general 
of Cuba during the late war, has 
signed a deposition to the effect that 
he gave Gen. Toral permission to sur- 
render all the district under his com- 
mand, with the exception of Manza- 


nillo. 

The defense also relies upon a tele- 
grem from Gen. Linares, Gen. Toral’s 
predeeessor, which was sent after Li- 
nares had been wounded, appealing 
to the nation to say if the troops at 
Santiago had not maintained the honor 
of the army intact, and adding: “If 
it is necessary that a sacrifice be made 
and that someone mu&t assume respon- 
sibility for the events foreseen and 
foretold in my dispatches, I offer my- 
self. In loyalty for the good of my 
country, no matter what the outcome, 
I will assume the responsibility of sign- 
ing the surrender.” 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S OPINIONS. 


Three Cases Involving Important 
Franchises and Concessions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 28.--The Attor- 
ney-General has rendered opinions in 
three cases involving. questions of 
franchises and concessions in Porto 
Rico. In the case of Vicente and José 
Usera, the Attorney-General holds that 
they do not hold a complete and lawful 
concession to build a tramway from 
Ponce to Port Ponce, and-that the Sec- 
retary. of War has no right to confirm 
such concession. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral also holds adversely on the appli- 
cation of Ramon Valdez y -Cobian for 
a concession of the right to use the 
water power of the river Plata in Porto 
Rico. 

In the case of F. W. Weeks for per- 
mission to construct a wherf or pier 
at Ponce, the Attorney-General holds 
that to grant the petition is beyond 
the power of the Secretary of War.

Misdemeanor Trials and Felony Ex¢ 
aminations Before Justice Morgan,

John Hasty pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of begging, preferred against 
him by Officer Haupt. He demand:2d @ 
jury trial which was set for 9:30 today. 
Hasty is of the Weary Willie type and 
Bailiff Appel had to seat him apart 
from the other prisoners on account of 
his odoriferousness. A jury is liable to 
decide that Hasty is in need of a bath 
more than anything else. 

The trial of E. K. Kane on the charge 
of disturbing the peace, went over till 
today for further hearing. The only 
witness heard yesterday was J, G. 
Young, a butcher, who threw very lit- 
tle light on the matter.

A number of witnesses testified at the 
preliminary examination of 
Hathaway on the charge of making 
threats to kill Mrs. Rose E. Norris. 
The principal witness was M. L. Reyes, 
a well-known rancher, who. testified 


| that Hathaway, while in his employ, re- 


peatedly made threats to kill Mrs. Nar- 
ris, against whom he harbored a grudge 
for sending him to jail for sixty days 
for battery. Reyes denied that he in- 
stigated the prosecution.

FIGHT A BEAR. 


A Beehive Despoller Killed Eigh 
Miles from Pasadena, 

Harry Hayman of this city killed a 
bear on Thursday afternoon in a 
small cafion tributary to the Arroyo 
Seco, about éight miles from Pasadena.

Hayman fired at short range, and the 
ball passed through the bear’s right 
foreleg and into its breast. Maddened 
with pain it rushed up the mountain- 
side. A second shot brought the bear 
down, and as it rdlled over near Hay- 
man it made a wicked strike at him 
vith its paw. It took three more shots 
to kill the beast. 

Upon examination it proved to be 
the same animal that had been 
trapped, as shown by marks of the 
trap. Hayman then rode down to Wil- 
liams’s ranch in La Cafiada. Williams 
returned and helped Hayman to lift 
the bear on his horse, which was ac- 
complished after a hard struggle with 
the horse. The weight of the bear, 
dressed, is 246 pounds.

Thousands of Needy from

The poor will not be left to hunger, 
though Capt. J. A. Frazier is dead. 
Scores of women and children have 
been fed and clothed at the Good 
Samaritan Mission every day since the 
death of its founder, just as of old. 
Now strong friends have said that the 
mission must be perpetuated, and they 
are at work tv place it upon a sounder 
basis than ever before—a fitting monu- 
ment to a good man gone, and a source 
of inestimable succor to the wretched. 

The few debts left by Capt. Frazier, 
incurred in the prosecution of his work 
for the poor, have nearly all been wiped 
out, either by money generously given 
in answer to the appeal for su))scrip- 
tions, or else by cancellation by gen- 
erous creditors. A little more will 
pay the last of the debts and pro- 
vide something for the wife and chil- 
dren who stood bravely by Capt. Fra- 
zier and aided him devotedly in his 
work, . 

Now the task which remains is to 
see that the Good Samaritan Mission 
is not allowed to fail for lack of a 
helping hand. It would be hard to 
find any charity in which so little 
money is made to go such a long way, 
or one which does so much to lessen 
misery. No one is made the poorer 
by it, and ‘through its agency an im- 
mense amount of food and clothing 
which would otherwise be wholly 
wasted is given to those who afe in 
dire need. Its work its wholly un- 
sectarian, though animated by the 
truest Christian spirit. Men of ull 
creeds and of no creed unite in its 
support. 

Fred Vrigsted, a man admirably 
suited for *the work and trained for 
it by long experience, is to have charge 
henceforth of the Good Samaritan Mis- 
sion. For three years, cver since the 
days when Capt. Frazier was conduct- 
ing the Good Samaritan restaurant and 
lodging-house, where the unemployed 
could find shelter and food at cost 
price, Vrigsted has been. Capt. | Fra-. 
zier’s right-hand man. He Fas had 
nearly (Wo years’ experience as Capt. 
Frazier’s assistant in the present mis- 
sion; whose peculiar care is for women 
and children. Frequently du. ng that 
time he has been left in entire charge 
of the work. ‘Tnere is no part of it 
with which he is not thoroughly fa- 
mpiar, and most ‘mportant of. all. 
he possesses the sagacity and the zeal 
and tried devotion which .any man 
must have to succeed with such an un- 
dertaking. 

Just as of old, Vrigsted will go every 
morning to the best hotels and some 
of the best restaurants and bakeries 
in’ the city, and there gather up the 
broken bread and meats which are 
Saved with scrupulous neatness for the 
Good Samaritan Mission. always, 
the food thus gathered wil) be given 
out every day to the women and 

‘hildren who come to-the mission for 
it d take it to their homes, to be 
eaten there. A wagon will be sent to 
the homes of all who send word that 
they have clothing to give to the poor, 
and the garments taken to the mission, 
there to be added to the stock which 
is kept on hand and given out to those 
}in need. All this work will. be con- 
tinued in the same way in which it 
has gone on so efficiently for two years. 
The chief change will be in the man- 
ner of support of the mission. 

Hitherto the enterprise has been se- 
riously hampered by lack of.funds. A 
few generous friends have made regu- 
lar monthly contributions, and the bal- 
ance necessary to meet the unavoidable 
éxpenses has been raised by subscrip-

So wide is the good 
which has been wrought by the Good 
Samaritan Mission and so deep is the 
sympathy which has been felt for its 
work that. the securing of subscriptions 
for the whole amount needed will cer- 
om not be an impossible undertak- 

g. 

Secretary F. J. Zeehandelaar of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation will start out next week on a 
Systematic campaign to secure prom- 
ises of regular monthly gubscriptions, 
big or little, and he will not give up 
the work until the total promised ag- 
gregates at least $75 a month. The 
Chamber of Commerce is to be asked 
to do its share toward insuring the 
continuance of the work. 

The affairs of the mission will be 
placed on a more. business-like basis 
than ever before. AlJl the funds col- 
lected are to pass through the hands 
of s0me experienced business man, will- 
ing to give the necessary time to act 
as treasurer, payment being made 
upon demands from Mr. Vrigsted. 

Though the food and the clothes dis- 
tributed through the mission are all 
secured without expense, a regular 
monthly income is absolutely neces- 
sary for its sitecess. A horse and 
wagon must be kept, to go about for 
the food and clothes, and to visit the 
houses of the sick; rent must be paid 
for the storeroom at Seventh and Los 
Angeles streets, in which the mission 
is housed; the little expenses of the 
manager must be met, and other needs 
must be supplied from time to time. 
With an income of $75 a month the 
mission will be enabled to vigorously 
and consistently fulfill its duty to the 
community. 

Few people realize how many chil- 
dren have bread who would go hungry 
were it not for the mission, and how 
many women are saved from despair 
and degradation by the help which it 
gives them in the hard struggle to 
support themselves and their little ones 
in decency and health. Every day a 
record is kept of the number of people 
fed by the mission, and of those to 
whom clathes are given. The figures 
do not tell the exact number who come 
to the mission, but the actual number 
who share the food and clothing issued 
there. Here are the figures for the 
past six months, the numbers. given 
indicating, respectively, those fed and 
those clothed: 

Jenuary, 2246, 276; —Bebruary, 2141, 
196: March, 2107, 210; April, 2428, 471; 
May, 2521, 340; June, 2368, 490. 

During the present month the number 
if those fed each day has ranged from 
twenty-four on the 4th—a most un- 
usually small number—to 263 on Sat- 
urday, July 8. The Saturday figure al- 
ways exceeds that for any other day in 
the week, as women and children come 
from all over the city to make sure 
that there shall be something in the 
cupboard on Sunday. For the three 
other Saturdays in the month the fig- 
ures were 240, 105 and 162 respectively. 
Except for the Fourth of July, the 
smallest number of people supplied 
with food on any one day was 58, on 


the 12th. Last Wednesday food was is- | 


sued for 141 people, and clothing given 
to fourteen. 

This is what is done in summer time, 
when the weather is friendly. and at 
2 season when men say that times are 
good. But when times are good, just 
as. when times are bad, men die or de- 
sert their wives or are stricken with ill- 
ness, and must be fed and cared for 
as if they were children. For a mother 
left alone with many mouths to feed, 
with a husband to support beside, per- 
haps, and with no knowledge of any 
handicraft or occupation, but only of 
common toil, the world is desperately 
hard. 

Among the people who come to the 
mission for aid are some of the hope- 
less, irreclaimatlle type, vagabondse 
and beggars forevermore, but there is 
a consistent effort to avoid confirming 
them in idleness by unwise charity. 
The greater proportion of those who 
ask for aid are the deserving poor, the 
sick, the unemployed, deserted wives, 
mothers handicapped in their struggle 
for livelihood by a sick husband or a 
nest of helpless babies. Surely it is 
better that now ond then a vagabond 
should impose on the kindness of the 
mission than that those whose need is 
bitter should go uncomforted. 


IN FRONT OF A CAR. 


Alleged Attempt of a Young Woman 
to Commit Suicide. . 

A sensational attempt at suicide, by 
throwing herself in front.of a Traction 
car, is said to have been committed by 
@ young woman yesterday afternoon at 
4:30 o’clock at the corner of Hill wnd 
Fourth streets. At any rate, whether 
the woman attempted to commit sui- 
cide, or whether she accidentally fell fa 
front of the car, she was carried by the 
conductor of the car and another man 
into the drug store at the southeast eor- 
ner of Hill and Fourth streets, but she 
walked out in charge of the two men 
shortly afterward, apparently unin- 
jured. While in the drug store the con- 
ductor spoke to the woman in an ex- 
ceedingly harsh and ungentlemanly 
manner. 
The woman’s name could not be as- 
certained, but it was said on the street 
that she is the wife of the conductor, 
in front of whose cer she is alleged to 
have thrown herself, and that on 
Thursday the conductor went on a 


-pleasure trip to Redondo with another 


woman. It is intimated that the wife 
has been’ in distress before over the 
familiarity of her husband with other 
women, and that this is not the first 
time she has attempted to end her life 
on account of his misconduct. | 


Buried Brandy Discovered. 

After being buried in a sand pile for 
many years, a barrel of brandy was 
unearthed a few days ago by Mr. Post 
of Cucamonga. Mr. Post has lived for 
six years in the dwelling in the door- 
yard of which the brandy was found, 
and he is certain that the barrel has 
not been interred within his time. It is 
surmised that the liquor was stolen 
from the Cucamonga distillery years 
ago and buried by the thief. Something 
prevented him from returning for it, 
and now the brandy has been discov 
ered, mellowed by age, and unharmed 
by its long burial.

THE MAYOR OF CLEVELAND. 

Mayor Farley, of the city of Cleve- 
land, State of Ohio, appears to be 
made of the sort of stuff which should 
be used in all American cities in the 
making of Mayors. He is well sup- 
plied with vertebrae, and the verte- 
brae are all in the right position. 
Being at the head of the municipal 
government, he proposes to exercise 
the functions of that responsible posi- 
tion, as it is his privilege and his 
duty to do. According to the dis- 
patches, he “‘proposes to conduct the 
campaign against lawlessness in 
Cleveland on the lines he has laid 
down, and he will not tolerate any 
interference.” 

In this connection, THe Tres feels 
constrained to remark, “bully for the 
Mayor of Cleveland!” He evidently 
understands his duty, and is ready to 
perform it with fidelity and thorough- 
ness. As the official head of the mu- 
nicipality of Cleveland, he is bound 
by his oath of office to do all in his 
power to enforce the laws, to pre- 
serve the public peace, and to protect 
the rights of all citizens, irrespective 
of political affiliations, of secret or- 
ganizations, and of personal prejudices 
or sympathies. 

A labor strike of large proportions 
is in progress in the city, and, as in 
the case of all large strikes, there 
has been much disorder, with destruc- 
tion of property, and some loss of life. 
It seems that there are in the City 
Council of Cleveland a number of men 
who are in favor of temporizing with 
the lawless .elements. But Mayor 
Farley has set’ his official foot down 
with firmness and vigor against any 
policy of temporization, and a major- 
ity of the Council has voted to stand 
by him. The Mayor has declared that 
rioting must cease, and it is evident 
that he means what he says, and is 
prepared to give his declaration prac- 
tical form and authority. 

The Mayor of Cleveland is right. 
The firm course is the right course, 
the wisest and most humane course 
in the problem with which he has to 
Men have an _ unquestioned 
right to refuse work which is distaste- 
ful to them. But their rights go no 
further in this direction. They have 


no right to resort to violence, coer- 


cion, or intimidation in any form. 
Men who resort to these unlawful ex- 
pedients: should be severely and 
promptly dealt with by the law, 


- through the officials chosen to enforce 


it. | 
Those who resort to force must be 
met with force. A government— 
municipal, State, or national—which 
cannot protect its citizens against 
mob violence, and enforce its author- 
ity in the upholding of the laws, is 
not a government, because it does not 
govern; it cannot expect to be re- 
spected. It is neither right nor ex- 
pedient to enter into discussion or 
negotiation with men who are r- 
rayed in open hostility against the 
laws and the peace of the community. 


Order must be restored and preserved, 


at any cost. And this question—the 
preservation of the peace—is quite 
aside from any question as to whether 
the strikers are in the right or in 
the wrong on the main issue of the 
strike. There is certainly one issue 
on which they are radically and un- 


‘suaded,”’ says Bailey, 


qualifiedly wrong. In so far as they 
claim a right or privilege to disturb 
the public peace, they are indisputably 
in the wrong. Mayor Farley of Cleve- 
land is entitled to, and will receive, 
the approbation and the admiration of 
all right-minded men because of the 
courageous and upright attitude he 
has assumed with regard to the sup- 
pression of lawlessness. 


BAILEY’S BRAY. 
Representative Bailey of Texas— 
the whilom leader of the unterrified 
Democratic contingent in the lower 
hduse of Congress—‘‘has came” to the 
front, in a press interview, with an 
unusually sapient expression of opin- 
ion—for Bailey. ‘I am fully §per- 
“that the na- 
tional administration has entered into 
a full and complete agreement for an 
alliance between Great Britain and 
the United States. This alliance, in 
my opinion,” quoth Bailey, “is to be 
both defensive and offensive. I think 
the reason it has not been published 
to the world is that for political rea- 
sons the President is afraid to do so.” 
All of which would be more or less 
important, if true. But of eourse it 
isn’t true, and Bailey, if he were both 
sane and honest, would know better 
than to put forward so _ preposterous 
an idea in seriousness. No person of 
ordinary intelligence needs to be _ in- 
formed that the national administra- 
tion is without power to enter into a 
treaty of alliance with any power on 
earth, without the advice, sanction, 
and coodperation of the Senate.

We do not wantean alliance, ‘“de- 
fensive and offensive,’ with Great 
Britain nor with any other power. A 
friendly understanding with the Brit- 
ish government is all that is needful. 
Such an understanding exists, and 
there is not the slightest necessity for 
reducing it to definite diplomatic or 
treaty terms. 
There has been much speculation as

PROPOSED RAILWAY COMBINE. 
The propoged big consolidation of 
American railway companies, of which 
an outline has been published in Ture 
Tres, is attracting much attention 
throughout the.country, and is elicit- 


ing a great variety of comments. 
Some believe that the combination 


would greatly increase the earning 
powers Of the properties; others see 
in the consolidation a decrease in the 
evil of rate cutting and a lessening 
of operating expenses, leading to an 
It is also 
urged that the stability of rates will 
benefit not only the railroads them- 
selves, but also shippers, who now 
suffer through the wide and frequent 
fluctuations. On the other’ hand 
there are those who foresee danger 
in such an immense and apparently 
unwieldy combination. The United 
States Investor says: 

“The putting of railroad rates. on 
a stable basis is evidence of the 
change that is taking place in the 
railroad world. The concentration of 
interests makes it less difficult to 
regulate tariffs and the general oper- 
ation of railroads. The tendency of 
the times is to bring connecting lines 
together under one ownership and to 
effect agreements between competing 
roads. A strong tendency also exists 
to reduce grades, build heavier cars 
and engines, and in every way to put 
the properties in shape to accomplish 
the best results. Branch lines, in- 
stead of being suckers, are becoming 
weeders, and bitter competitors, recog- 
nizing that nothing can be gained by 
open hostility, are assisting and co- 
operating with each other.”’ 

There is one phase of the question 
which should not be overlooked. 
Should it be successfully shown that 
such an enormous aggregation of in- 
terests can be_ successfully man- 
aged, in the interest of the railroads 
and the public, then one of the lead- 
ing arguments against the practicabil- 
ity of government ownership of rail- 
roads would have been removed. The 
great railroad’ combination will, -in 
fact, be a long step toward the gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads. 


DISCOURAGING PUBLIC SPIRIT. 

The result ofa recent forgery trial 
in this city came as a surprise to 
many of our people, some of whom 
had arrived at the conclusion that the 
plaintiff in the case was really ‘the 
culprit, and was being tried for his 
indiscretion in having donated to the 
city a tract of 3000 acres for park pur- 
poses. This erroneous impression is 
certainly excusable in view of the 
manner in which the said plaintiff 
has been badgered and abused during 
the three trials of this somewhat re- 
markable case.

NATIVES STILL FIGHT OVER 
KINGSHIP. 


Chief Justice Chambers Returns and 
Says the Government Can Last 
. in the Islands Under the 
Tripartite Treaty.

Joint Commission Has Strack Ont 
What Appeared to Be Weak or 
Faulty, but Substituted 
Nothing Therefor, 


Malietoa Sincere in Resigning the 
Throne, but Mataafa Thirsts for 
Power — Blood Shed in the 
Commissoner# Presence, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAIN FRANCISCO, July 28.—Chief 
J ustice W. L. Chambers of Samoa ar- 
rived here today. on the steamer Moana, 
accompanied by his family. He is on 
a four months’ leave of absence, but 
says that his business in the United 
States is of such a nature that he will 
probably not return to Apia. In an in- 
terview the Chief Justice said: 

“All is now quiet in Samoa, but I 
cannot answer for the future. Both 
Mataafa and Malietoa affect to be 
satisfied with the present arrangement 
which abolishes the office of King and 


vests the responsibility of government 


in the consuls of the three powers. I 
feel sure Malietoa is sincere in this. 
Though fairly elected, and after elec- 
tion accepting the Kingship, he never 
had ambitions in that direction. As 
soon as the commission arrived he pro- 
posed to resign, a spirit which later 
proved to be in accord with the plans 
of the commissioners, and I have every 
reason to believe that he will live up 
to his bargain. 

“Mataafa is ambitious. For many 
years he has thirsted for power, and 
will not be so easily satisfied. At the 
same time he is a man of exceptional 
ability, is shrewd, and I have never 
thought the interests of the natives 
would especially suffer in his hands. 

“Yes, my decision has been sustained 
by the commission, and it has published 
the fact in a proclamation. With re- 
spect to the future, I can say little. 
There is the problem. In its work the 
commission has endeavored to eliminate 
from the original arrangement all fea- 
tures thathaveappeared faulty or weak. 
Those sections have simply been struck 
out, leaving nothing in their places. 
What will rob the whole document of 
proper effectiveness is the tripartite 
treaty under which it will have to 
operate. I am sure that no government 
in Samoa will succeed under such an 
arrangement.* The sooner the powers 
see this and formulate some correction, 
the better for all concerned.” 

Judge Chambers said he had finished 
up all of the cases to come before the 
court this summer. The commission 
is empowered to appoint a Chief Jus- 
tice ad interim to act in case anything 
arises before a permanent appoint- 
ment is made. Up to the time Cham- 
bers left, the commission had not de- 
cided who the new man would be. 


DOINGS IN THE ISLANDS. 


Several Fights Over the Kingship. 
Chief Justice Dissatisfied. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 27.—Samoan 
advices, under date of July 14, were re- 
ceived today by the steamer Moana, as 
follows: 

“The situation in Samoa is one of 
great uneasiness, the attitude of the 
natives being far from reassuring. Sev- 
eral fights have occurred in different 
portions of the islands between sup- 
porters of the rivals fog the kingship, 
and several natives have been killed. 
Nothing much seems’ to have been ac- 
complished by the High Commission, 
since arms to the number of 400 were 
surrendered by the contending fac- 
tions. 

“Chief Justice Chambers, being dis- 
satisfied with the support extended to 
his court by the commissioners, will 
leave today for Washington. Their ac- 
tion in refusing the aid asked for to 
sustain the court’s authority is said to 
have been prompted by dispatches re- 
ceived by the German commissioner 
from his home government, which, it is 
claimed, is greatly displeased with his 
recognition of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the kingship case. 

“The commissioners have been well- 
received on all the islands they have 
visited. At Tutuila, the natives were 
prepared to accept the proposed aboli- 


tion of the royal office end the substi- 


tution of an executive appointed by the 
three powers. At Sapotulifia. the head- 
quarters of Lanati, that chieftain was 
defiant in manner, indicating future 
trouble. 

“At Safune, the only place where the 
natives took a prominent part in the 
proceedings, there was a fight with 
axes, knives and stones in the presence 


| of the commissioners, one man being 


severely wounded. The trouble was 
caused by the meeting of parties of 
Mataafa and Malietoa men, who were 
bearing food offerings to the commis- 
sioners.. The outcome of all these con- 
ferences is a mass meeting which 1s be- 
ing held todey at Mulinuu Point, where 
the leading men of both sides are dis- 
cussing the future government of the 
islands. , | 

“At Safata, July 4, some Mataafa men 
attacked the home of an opposing chief 
nemed Tsamui, who, with two others, 
was badly wounded..H.M.S. Torch went 
to the scene, but quiet had been re- 
stored. 

‘Last week the Chief Justice issued 
orders to certain towns in Savaii to ap- 
pear before the Supreme Court in cer- 
tain civil cases, where the judgment 
of the court had not been complied 
with. Chief Lanati ordered them not io 
obey, telling the towns to pay no at- 
tention to'the order of the court, which 
were only words on peper. Some towns 
did not appear, while from the remain- 
ing ones only Malietoa men attended. 
The Mateafa towns openly defied the 
court. The Chief Justice then »nsked 
the commissioners to support his au- 

ority with warships, if necessary, wid 
on their refusal, he decided to jieave 
Samoa. The commissioners expect to 
sail for the United States on the Bad- 
ger, July 16. 

‘After the return of the British war- 
ship Torch from Safata, the Malietoa 
men there took offense because the per- 
sons who attacked Chief Taamui’s 
house had not been punished, and made 
an attack on some of the followers of 
the rival chief, Suatele, one being 
killed and several wounded, two of the 
latter being Suatele’s adopted sons. 
One of these died later in the German 
hospital at Apia. The wazships Torch 
and Cormorant steamed Nain to Sa- 
and arrested*two MaxXetoa chiefs 
and one Mataafa chief, who are now 
lodged in jail in Apia, pending the re- 
sult of an inquiry into the matter. The 
men-of-war at present here are Tau- 
ronga, Torch and Cormorant. - * 

‘‘Mataafa has never been in Apia 
since he visited the commissioners on 
the Badger, at the time he agreed to 
surrender his arms. This he claims he 
has done in entirety; and he accepts 
without reservation: the abolition of 
the kingship. Mataafa complains that

MISSISSIPPI LEVEES. 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSION 
THEIR YEAR’S WORK.

Theories on Which the Work is 
Based and Prospects for Perma- 
nent Improvement in the Ca- 
pacity of the River’s Channel, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The annual 
report of the Mississippi River Com- 
mission has been received by Gen. Wil- 
son, Chief of Engineers. It shows that 
there has been expended on the river 
for the year ended June 30, 1899, $1,075,- 
000, and allotments for 1900 amounting 
to $1,250,000, have been made. During 
the year the United States has built 
7,686,758 cubic yards of levees, and 
State and local authorities have built 
3,136,541 yards. It is not expected that 
the work of State and local authorities 
will be continued to any great extent 
hereafter. The commission believes 
fully in the levee system. 

The commission has recognized in the 
past the obligation of giving equal de- 
gree of security against overflow to 
each of the basins and districts, and 
the allotment of government funds has 
been based on this intention with such 
modifications as economic and financial 
conditions make advisable. Large dis- 
thickly populated and culti- 
vated, should, say the commision, be 
kept in a greater degree of security 
than small and unimproved sections. 
Owing to strict quarantine regula- 
tions, it has been almost impossible to 
prosecute work below Cairo. Besides 
work on levees there has been dredg- 
ing, building of revetments and special 
improvements at various points. Asa 
result of careful surveys and measure- 
ments, the committee says: “These itn- 
vestigations give no evidence of a gen- 
eral progressive elevation of the bed of 
the stream, but do justify the bélief 
that with the banks properly revetted, 
to prevent erosion, the ultimate effect 
of confining the floods by means of 
levees will be a depression of the river 
bed and consequent enlargement of the 
channel capacity.”

AT WESTLAKE PARK. 


Vespasien La Croix’s Life Ended 
With a Bullet Under Peculiar 
Circumstances — Tragedy Might 
Have Been Prevented by a Park 
Officials Forethought, 


Vespasien La Croix, an aged French- 
man, ended his life with a bullet at 
Westlake Park about 12:35 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. Whether he shot 
himself by accident or design will prob- 
ably never be positively known. Cir- 
cumstances seem to justify either 
theory, but opinion seems to incline to- 
ward. suicide as the correct solution of 
the mystery. 

La Croix was seen to enter the park 
Shortly before noon. He attracted lit- 
tle or no attention until about 12:25 
o'clock, when some park laborers who 
were eating their midday lunch at the 
toolhouse, near the north extremity of 


the lake, were startled by the report of | 


a pistol; a spent bullet immediately 
fell in their midst. Ascertaining that 
the sound came from a rustic arbor on 
the shore of the lake near by, Park 
Foreman F. M. Fuller went to the arbor 
to investigate. He found the old, man 
there nervously clutching a revolver. 
When asked what he meant by dis- 
charging firearms in the park, he re- 
plied that he had been repairing the 
weapon, and that it was discharged ac- 
cidentally. In corroboration of his 
statement he showed the park official 
a furrow in a seat of the arbor where 
the bullet had struck and glanced off 
through the rustic work of the struc- 
ture. Foreman Fuller chided him for 
his recklessness, and admonished him 
to take the cartridges from the weapon 
and put it away. 

‘The foreman had authority to disarm 
the man and place him under arrest for 
discharging firearms in the park, or for

carrying a concealed weapon avithout a 


permit from the Police Commission, but 
the old man’s apparent respectability 
and sincere regret at having caused the 
discharge of the gun, as well as his 
promise to remove the charges and put 
the weapon away, allayed all. suspicion 
on the part of Fuller, who rejoined his 
men at lunch and‘thought nothing fur- 
ther of the incident, until reminded of 
it by a second report of a pistol about 
ten minutes later. The second report 
was somewhat muffled, and the park 
workmen thought nothing of it until a 
minute or two later when some boys 
who had been fishing on the opposite 
shore of the lake ran to the spot where 
the men were resting, and told them 
that a man had shot himself in the 
arbor. 

When Foreman Fuller and his men 
investigated they found the old man re- 
clining on a bench in the arbor with his 
life blood ebbing from a wound just be- 
low the heart. His frame was already 
rigid, and the man was practically 
dead before any one touched him. In 
his hand was the revolver, a 38-caliber 
six-shooter, which Mr. Fuller had seen 
in his possession less than a quarter of 
an hour previouly. An open pocket: 


knife and a combination screw- 
driver and wrench were found on 
the bench beside the body. The 
place and nature of the wound 


made it appear that the old man 
had deliberately shot himself, while the 
presence of the knife and wrench lent 
color to the theory that the pistol may 
have been accidentally discharged 
while he was attempting to repair it 
or to remove the loads. ; 

Policemen Dyke and Talamantes ar- 
rived on the scene soon after the shoot- 
ing, and watched the body until Cor- 
oner Holland arrived and took charge. 
The Coroner had the body removed to 
Robert L. Garrett’s morgue, although 
Undertaker E. H. Bresee;. who had 
beaten, the Coroner to the scene of the 
tragedy, made a hasty sprint on a bor- 
rowed bicycle to the residence of the 
dead .man to get an order to take 
charge of the remains, which he failed 
to get, however. The Coroner, need- 
less to Say, Was not at all pleased with 
this attempt to remove the corpse 
without his permission, and he ex- 
pressed his indignation accordingly, all 
of which does not tend toward the res- 
toration of the entente cordiale between 
Bresee Bros. Company and Coroner 
Holland, which has been badly strained 
since the enterprising Broadway under} 
takers have undertaken to dispute the 
right of ‘the Coroner to distribute the 
patronage of his office exclusively 
among his political friends. 

The identity of the body as that of 
La Croix was established by a physi- 
cian’s prescription for a sleep-produc- 
ing potion. The prescription was 
signed by Dr. Edward J. Cook, who 
had been treating the old man for pleu- 
risy and insomnia for some time. La 
Croix had been suffering considerably 
of late and was despondent over his 
condition, which he considered hopeless. 
It is thought this may have impelled 
him to take his own life. He was good- 
natured and cheerful, however, when 
he left home yesterday morning, osten- 
sibly to take a walk for his health. 

La Croix svas a native of France, but 
had lived in this country a great many 
years. He was about 75 year old. He 
is survived by his widow, two sons and 
a number of grandchildren. He lived 
at No. 1223 Valencia street, and owned 
considerable rental property, which 
brought him a small income. His prop- 
erty is alleged to have been heavily 
mortgaged, however, and it is thought 
worry over financial affairs may have 


‘been one cause of his probable suicide. 


A married son of the deceased, John 
F. La Croix, lives at’ No. 1510 Girard 
street avith his family, which consists 
of a wife and three daughters. Another 


son of the dead man lives in New York | 


City, and was recently here on a visit 
to his parents. 


Coroner Holland will hold an inquest : 


today, when the question of suicide or 
accidental death will probably be set- 
tled.

‘THE MAYOR OF CLEVELAND. 

Mayor Farley, of the city of Cleve- 
Jand, State of Ohio, appears to be 
made of the sort of stuff which should 
be used in all American cities in the 
making of Mayors. He is well. sup- 
plied with vertebrae, and the verte- 
brae are all in the right position. 


Being at the head of the municipal | 


government, he proposes to exercise 
the functions of that responsible posi- 
tion, as it is his privilege and his 
duty to do. According to the dis- 
patches, he “proposes to conduct the 
campaign against lawlessness in 
Cleveland on the lines he has laid 
down, and he will not tolerate any 
interference.” 

In this connection, THE Times feels 
constrained to remark, “‘bully for the 
Mayor of Cleveland!” He evidently 
understands his duty, and is ready to 
_ perform it with fidelity and thorough- 
ness. As the official head of the mu- 
nicipality of Cleveland, he is bound 
by his oath of office to do all in his 
power to enforce the laws, to pre- 
serve the public peace, and to protect 
the rights of all citizens, irrespective 
of political affiliations, of secret or- 
ganizations, and of personal prejudices 
or sympathies. 

A labor strike of large proportions 
is in progress in the city, and, as in 
the case of all large strikes, there 
has been much disorder, with destruc- 
tion of property, and some loss of life. 
It seems that there are in the City 
Council of Cleveland a number of men 
who are in favor of temporizing with 
the lawless elements. But Mayor 
Farley has set his official foot down 
with firmness and vigor against any 
policy of temporization, and a major- 
ity of the Council has voted to stand 
by him. The Mayor has declared that 
rioting must cease, and it is evident 
that he means what he says, and is 
prepared to give his declaration prac- 
tical form and authority. 

The Mayor of Cleveland. is right. 
The firm course is the right course, 
the wisest and most humane course 
in the problem with which he has _ to 
deal. Men have an _ unquestioned 
right to refuse work which is distaste- 
ful to them. But their rights go no 
further in this direction. They have 
no right to resort to violence, coer- 
cion, or intimidation in any form. 
Men who resort to these unlawful ex- 
pedients should be severely and 
promptly dealt with by the law, 
through the officials chosen to enforce 
it. 

Those who resort to force must be 
met with force. A government— 
municipal, State, or national—which 
cannot protect its citizens against 
mob violence, and enforce its author- 
ity in the upholding of the laws, is 
not a government, because it does not 
govern; it cannot expect to be re- 
spected. It is neither right nor ex- 
pedient to enter into discussion or 
negotiation with men who are ar- 
rayed in open hostility against the 
laws and the peace of the community. 


Order must be restored and preserved, 


at any cost. And this question—the 
_ preservation of the peace—is quite 
aside from any question as to whether 
the strikers are in the right or in 
the wrong on the main issue of the 
strike. There is certainly one issue 
on which they are radically and un- 


qualifiedly wrong. In so far as they 
claim a right or privilege to disturb 
the public peace, they are indisputably 
in the wrong. Mayor Farley of Cleve- 
land is entitled to, and will receive, 
the approbation and the admiration of 
all right-minded men because of the 
courageous and upright attitude he 
has assumed with regard to the sup- 
pression of lawlessness. 


BAILEY’S BRAY. 

Representative Bailey of Texas— 
the whilom leader of the unterrified 
Democratic contingent in the lower 
hduse of Congress—“has came” to the 
front, in a press interview, with an 
unusually sapient expression of opin- 
ion—for Bailey. ‘Il am fully _per- 
suaded,” says Bailey, “that the na- | 
tional administration has entered into 
a full and complete agreement for an 
alliance between Great Britain and 
the United States. This alliance, in 
my opinion,’ quoth Bailey, “is to be 
both defensive and offensive. I think 
the reason it has not been published 
to the world is that for political rea- 
sons the President is afraid to do so.” 

All of which would be more or less 
important, if true. But of eourse it 
isn’t true, and Bailey, if he were both 
sane and honest, would know better 
than to put forward so _ preposterous 
an idea in seriousness. No person of 
ordinary intelligence needs to be _ in- 
formed that the national administra- 
tion is without pqwer to enter into a 
treaty of alliance with any power on 
earth, without the advice, sanction, 
and codperation of the Senate. No 
such advice, sanction, and codperation 
have been asked, and it is not likely 
they will be asked. 
‘We do not want an alliance, ‘“de- 
fensive and offensive,’ with Great 
Britain nor with any other power. A 
friendly understanding with the Brit- 
ish government is all that is needful. 
Such an understanding exists, and 
there is not the slightest necessity for 
reducing it to definite diplomatic or 
treaty terms. 

There has been much speculation as 
to why Bailey’s party has lost confi- 
dence in him. The above outgiving 
should remove all doubt on this score. 
The Democratic party in the House of 
Representatives needs, if it needs 
anything, a leader of brains, discre- 
tion, and common sense. In these de- 
sirable qualities Bailey is evidently 
bankrupt. 


THE GEORGIA HORRORS. 


The mob in Georgia certainly ap-_ 


pears to be running things with a 
high hand. In addition to slaughter- 
ing negroes and slicing their remains 
up for souvenirs, it made away with 
three Mormon elders who succeeded, 
fortunately, in escaping from their 
captors. If the people of Georgia 
are going to tamely submit to 
this sort of doings the distance 
between law and order in that 
State and anarchy is not so far but 
what it can be covered by the casting 
of a stone. We submit that the time 
has come for Georgia to demonstrate 
whether it is to be governed by law 
or by the masked mob, and the deci- 
sion concerns that State far more than 
it does the people of any other State 
even though the outrageous proceed- 
ings there are a reflection upon the 
humanity of every citizen of this re- 
public and a disgrace to human civil- 
ization. Georgia is certainly sowing 
the wind with a bloody hand and the 
day of reckoning, that must surely 
come, is likely to take the form of a 
whirlwind that will destroy those who 
are sitting quietly by and permitting 
the lawless and the ignorant to rep- 
resent them through the: administra- 
tion of justice in the court of Judge 
Lynch. THE Times probably looks 
upon rapine and outrage with the 
Same spirit of abhorrence that ani- 
mates the hearts of all good people, 
whether they live in Georgia, Califor- 
nia or anywhere else, but, we submit 
that unless the law be depended upon 
to right the wrongs of the people this 


is not aland that civilized people 


want to live in, for anarchy reigns, 
and reason and order have given 
place to insanity and disorder. The 
people of Georgia should arouse them- 
selves and bring the lawless to pun- 
ishment, restore order, insure public 
safety and stop the demoralization of 
their own sons and daughters that is 
going on from witnessing the awful 
horrors that have taken place in that 
State within the past week. 


The sixteenth annual report of the 
Los Angeles Board of Trade makes an 
excellent showing for that organiza- 
tion, which has a cash balance on 
hand of nearly $4000. Incidentally, it 
is mentioned in the report that the 
year 1898 shows a decrease of nearly 
80 per cent. in the commercial fail- 
ures occurring in California, 


PROPOSED RAILWAY COMBINE. 
The proposed big consolidation of 
American railway companies, of which 
an outline has been published in THE 
Times, is attracting much attention 
‘throughout the country, and is elicit- 


ing a great variety of comments. 
Some believe that the combination 


would greatly increase the éarning 
powers of the properties; others see 
in the consolidation a decrease in the 
evil of rate cutting and a lessening 
of operating expenses, leading-to an 
increase of net earnings. It is also 
urged that the stability of rates will 
benefit not only the railroads them- 
selves, but also shippers, who now 
suffer through the wide and frequent 
fluctuations. On the other hand 
there are those who foresee danger 
in such an immense, ‘and apparently 
unwieldy combination. The United 
States Investor says: 

“The putting of railroad rates on 
a stable basis is evidence of the 
change that is taking place in the 
railroad world. The concentration of 
interests makes it less difficult to 
regulate tariffs and the gereral oper- 
ation of railroads. The tendency of 
the times is to bring connecting lines 
together under one ownership and to 
effect agreements between competing 
roads. A strong tendency also exists 
to reduce grades, build heavier 
and engines, and in every way to put 
the properties in shape to accomplish 
the best results. Branch lines, in- 
stead of being suckers, are becoming 
weeders, and bitter competitors, recog- 
nizing that nothing can be gained by 
open hostility, are assisting and co- 
operating with each other.”’ 

There is one phase of the question 
which should not be overlooked. 
Should it be successfully shown that 
such an enormous aggregation of in- 
terests can be successfully man- 
aged, in the interest of the railroads 
and the public, then one of the lead- 
ing arguments against the practicabil- 
ity of government ownership of rail- 
roads would have been removed. The 
great railroad’ combination will, in 
fact, be a long step toward the gov- 
ernment ownership of railroads. 


DISCOURAGING PUBLIC SPIRIT. 

The result of a recent forgery trial 
in this city came as a surprise to 
many of our people, some of whom 
had arrived at the conclusion that the 
plaintiff in the case was really the 
culprit, and was being tried for his 
indiscretion in having donated to the 
city a tract of 3000 acres for park pur- 
poses. This erroneous impression is 
certainly excusable in view of the 
manner in which the said plaintiff 
has been badgered and abused during 
the three trials of this somewhat re- 
markable case. 

It is true that the land donated by 
Mr. Griffith to the city is not level 
meadow land, or adapted to agricul- 
tural purposes, but it is exceedingly 
picturesque, and will, before long, as 
Los Angeles grows and open land bBe- 
comes scaree, make an ideal breath- 
ing ground for our population. Be- 
sides this, the land carries with it 


Angeles River. It is also true that 
Mr. Griffith reserved a few hundred 
acres around the home place in the 
tract, and that he has since bought 
up some pieces of land adjoining the 


}park site, in all of which, however, 


the average citizen will see no particu- 
lar crime. The fact does not neces- 
sarily make him a deserved victim 
of the forger and the thief. 

In Los Angeles, public-spirited citi- 
zens who have made gifts to the city 
‘have not been so numerous as might 
be wished. The experience of Mr. 
Griffith is not likely to greatly en- 
courage others to go and do likewise. 


If every man who feels impelled to 


make a gift to the municipality is to 
be held up to public opprobrium and 
haye his objects and intentions made 
the subject of adverse criticism, such 
gifts are not likely to be very numer- 
ous. There is an old and approved 
proverb which says that we should 
not look a. gift horse in the mouth. 
That proverb seems to apply very 
well in the present instance. Future 
generations will appreciate Griffith 
Park more than we are inclined to do 
at present.

NATIVES STILL FIGHT OVER 
THD KINGSHIP. 


Chief Justice Chambers Returns and 
Says the Government Can Last 
in thé Islands Under the 
Tripartite Treaty. 


Joint Commission Has Strack Ont 
What Appeared to Be Weak or 
Faulty, but Substituted 
Nothing Therefor,

Malietoa Sincere in Resigning the 
Throne, but Mataafa Thirsts for

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAIN FRANCISCO, July 28.—Chief 
Justice W. L. Chambers of Samoa ar- 
rived here today on the steamer Moana, 
accompanied by his family. He is on 
a four months’ leave of absence, but 
says that his business in the United 
States is of such a nature that he will 
probably not return to Apia. In an in- 
terview the Chief Justice said: 

“All is now quiet in Samoa, but I 
cannot answer for the future. Both 
Mataafa and Malietoa affect to be 
satisfied with the present arrangement 
which abolishes the office of King and 


vests the responsibility of government | 


in the consuls of the three powers. I 
feel sure Malietoa is sincere in this. 
Though fairly elected, and after elec- 
tion accepting the Kingship, he never 
had ambitions in that direction. As 
soon as the commission arrived he pro- 
posed to resign, a spirit which later 
proved to be in accord with the plans 
of the commissioners, and I have every 
reason to believe that he will live up 
to his bargain. 

“Mataafa is ambitious. For many 
years he has thirsted for power, and 
will not be so easily satisfied. At the 
same time he is a man of exceptional 
ability, is shrewd, and I have never 
thought the interests of the natives 
would especially suffer in his hands. 

“Yes, my decision has been sustained 
by the commission, and it has published 
the fact in a proclamation. With re- 
spect to the future, I can say little. 
There is the problem. In its work the 


| commission has endeavored to eliminate 


from the original arrangement all fea- 
tures thathave appeared faulty or weak. 
Those sections have simply been struck 
out, leaving nothing in their places. 
What will rob the whole document of 
proper effectiveness is the tripartite 
treaty under which it will have to 
operate. I am sure that no government 
in Samoa will succeed under such an 
arrangement.* The sooner the powers 
see this and formulate some correction, 
the better for all concerned.”’ 

Judge Chambers said he had finished 
up all of the cases to come before the 
court this summer. The commission 
is empowered to appoint a Chief Jus- 
tice ad interim to act in case anything 
arises before a permanent appoint- 
ment is made. Up to the time Cham- 
bers left, the commission had not de- 
cided who the new man would be. 


DOINGS IN THE ISLANDS. 


Several Fights Over the Kingship. 
Chief Justice Dissatisfied. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 27.—Samoan 
advices, under date of July 14, were re- 
ceived today by the steamer Moana, as 
follows: 

“The situation in Samoa is one_of 
great uneasiness, the attitude of the 
natives being far from reassuring. Sev- 
eral fights have occurred in different 
portions of the islands between sup- 
porters of the rivals for the kingship, 
and several natives have been killed. 
Nothing much seems to have been ac- 
complished by the High ‘Commission, 
since arms to the number of 400 were 
surrendered by the contending  fac- 
tions. 

“Chief Justice Chambers, being dis- 
satisfied with the support extended to 
his court by the commissioners, will 
leave today for Washington. Their ac- 
tion in refusing the aid asked for to 
sustain the Court’s authority is said to 


have been prompted by dispatches re- |: 


ceived by the German commissioner 
from his home government, which, it is 
claimed, is greatly displeased with his 
recognition of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the kingship case. 
“The commissioners have been well- 
received on all the islands they have 
visited. At Tutuila, the natives were 
prepared to accept the proposed aboli- 
tion of the royal office end the subhsti- 


“tution of an executive appointed by the 


three powers. At Sapotulifia. the head- 
quarters of Lanati, that chieftain was 
defiant in manner, indicating future 
trouble. 

‘At Safune, the only place where the 
natives took a prominent part in the 
proceedings, there wos a fight with 
axes, knives and stones in the presence 


of the commissioners, one man being 


severely wounded. The trouble was 
caused by the meeting of parties of 
Mataafa and Malietoa men, who were 
bearing food offerings to the commis- 
sioners. The outcome of all these con- 
ferences is a mass meeting which is be- 
ing held todey at Mulinuu Point, where 
the leading men of both sides are dis- 
cussing the future government of the 
islands. 

“At Safata, July 4, some Mataafa men 
attacked the home of an opposing ‘chief 
nemed Tzsamui, who, with two others, 
was badly wounded. H.M.S. Torch went 
to the scene, but quiet had been re- 
stored. 

“Last week the Chief Justice issued 
orders to certain towns in Savaii to ap- 
peer before the Supreme Court in cer- 
tain civil cases, where the judgment 
of the court had not been complied 
with. Chief Lanati ordered them not io 
obey, telling the towns to pay no at- 
tention to’the order of the court, which 
were only words on paper. Some towns 
did not appear, while from the remain- 
ing ones only Malietoa men attended. 
The Mataafa towns openly defied the 
court. The Chief Justice then »sked 
the commissioners to support his au- 
thority with warships, if necessary, wid 
on their refusal, he decided to ivave 
Samoa. The commissioners. expect to 
sail for the United States on the Bad- 
ger, July 16. 

‘After the return of the British war- 
ship Torch from Safata, the Malietoa 
men there took offense because the per- 
sons who attacked Chief Taamui’s 
house had not been punished, and made 
an attack on some of the followers of 
the rival chief, Suatele, one being 
killed and several wounded, two of the 
latter being Suatele’s adopted sons. 
One of these died later in the German 


and Cormorant steamed Wrain to Sa- 
and arrested* two MaxXetoa chiefs 
and one Mataafa chief, who are now 
lodged in jail in Apia, pending the re- 
sult of an inquiry into the matter. The 
men-of-war at present here are Tau- 
ronga, Torch and Cormorant. ; 
‘“Mataafa has never been in Apia 
since he visited the commissioners on 
the Badger, at the time he agreed to 
surrender his arms. This he claims he 
has done in entirety; and he accepts 
without reservation: the abolition of 
the kingship.

The 
commissioners were appealed to, and 
they requested the Chief Justice to see 
the Malietoa chiefs and try to settle 
things amicably. This he did, and the 
chiefs left Mulinuu Point and the res- 
idence of the late president. Dr. Soif 
occupies the residence now, at & 
rental.”’ 

AUSTRALIAN STORMS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—News 
was recived by the steamer Moana 
concerning several storms that raged 
off the Australian coast during June 
and the early days of the present month, 
The ship Hawaiian Isles, at Melbourne, 
June 13, with a cargo of lumber from 
the Sound, had a narrow escape from 
being wrecked, and the British gunboat 
Goldfinch came near being wrecked in 
a gale just before she reached Auck- 
land. 


MISSISSIPPI LEVEES. 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON 
THEIR YEAR’S WORK. 


Theories on Which the Work is 
Based and Prospects for Perma- 
nent Improvement in the Ca- 
pacity of the River’s Channel, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The annual 
report of the Mississippi River Com- 
mission has been received by Gen. Wil- 
son, Chief of Engineers. It shows that 
there has been expended on the river 
for the year ended June 30, 1899, $1,075,- 
000, and allotments for 1900 amounting 
to $1,250,000, have been made. During 
the year the United States has built 
7,686,758 cubic yards of levees, and 
State and local authorities have built 
3,136,541 yards. It is not expected that 
the work of State and local authorities 
will be continued to any great extent 
hereafter. The commission believes 
fully in the levee system. 

The commission has recognized in the 
past the obligation of giving equal de- 
gree of security against overflow to 
each of the basins and districts, and 
the allotment of government funds has 
been based on this intention with such 
modifications as economic and financial 
conditions make advisable. Large dis- 
thickly populated and culti- 
vated, should, say the commision, be 
kept in a greater degree of .security 
than small and unimproved sections. 
Owing to. strict quarantine regula- 
tions, it has been almost impossible to 
prosecute work below Cairo. Besides 
work on levees there has been dredg- 
ing, building of revetments and special 
improvements at various points. Asa 
result. of careful surveys and measure- 
ments, the committee says: “These in- 
vestigations give no evidence of a gen- 
eral progressive elevation of the bed of 
the stream, but do justify the belief 
that with the banks properly revetted, 
to prevent erosion, the ultimate effect 
of confining the floods by means of 
levees will be a depression of the ‘river 
bed and consequent enlargement of the 
channel capacity.’’

AT WESTLAKE PARK, 


Vespasien La Oroix’s Life Ended 
With a Bullet Under Peculiar 
Circumstances — Tragedy Might 
Have Been Prevented by a Park 
Official’s Forethought. 


Vespasien La Croix, an aged French- 
man, erided his life with a bullet at 
Westlake Park about 12:35 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. Whether he shot 
himself by accident or design will prob- 
ably never be -positively known. Cir- 
cumstances seem to justify either 
theory, but Opinion seems to incline to- 
ward. suicide as the correct solution of 
the mystery. 

La Croix was seen to enter the park 
Shortly before noon. He attracted lit- 
tle or no attention until about)12:25 
o'clock, when some park laborers \who 
were eating their midday lunch at the 
toolhouse, near the north extremity>of 
the lake, were startled by the report of 
a pistol; a spent bullet immediately 
fell in their midst. Ascertaining that 
the sound came from a rustic arbor on 
the shore of the lake near by, Park 
Foreman F. M. Fuller went to the arbor 
to investigate. He found the old, man 
there nervously clutching a revolver. 
When asked what he meant by dis- 
charging firearms in the patk, he re- 
plied that he had been repairing the 
Weapon, and that it was discharged ac- 
cidentally. In corroboration of his 
statement he showed the park official 
a furrow in a seat of the arbor where 
the bullet had struck and glanced off 
through the rustic work of the struc- 
ture. Foreman Fuller chided him for 
his recklessness, and admonished him 
to take the cartridges from the Weapon 
and put it away. 

‘The foreman had authority to disarm 
the man and place him under arrest for 
discharging firearms in the park, or for | 
carrying a concealed weapon avithout a 
permit from the Police Commission, but. 
the old man’s apparent respectability 
and sincere regret at having caused the 
discharge of the gun, as well as his 
promise to remove the charges and put 
the weapon away, allayed all suspicion 
on the part of Fuller, who rejoined his 
men at lunch and‘thought nothing fur- 
ther of the incident, until reminded of 
it by a second report of a pistol about 
ten minutes later. The second report 
was somewhat muffled, and the park 
workmen thought nothing of it until a 
minute or two later when some boys 
who had been fishing on the opposite 
shore of the lake ran to the spot where 
the men were resting, and told them 


that a man had shot himself in the |. 


arbor. 


When Foreman Fuller and his men |}. 


investigated they found the old man re- 
clining on a bench in the arbor with his 
life blood ebbing from a wound just be- 
low the heart. His frame was already 
rigid, and the man was practically 
dead before any one touched him. In 
his hand was the revolver, a 38-caliber 
six-shooter, which Mr. Fuller had seen 
in his possession less than a quarter of 
an hour previouly. An open pocket: 


knife a combination  screw- 
driver and wrench were found on 
the bench beside the body. The 
place and nature of the wound 


made it appear that the old man 


_ | had deliberately shot himself, while the 


presence of the knife and wrench lent 
color to the theory that the pistol may 
have been accidentally discharged 


‘while he was attempting to repair it 


or to remove the loads. 

Policemen Dyke and Talamantes ar- 
rived on the scene soon after the shoot- 
ing, and watched the body until Cor- 
oner Holland arrived and took charge. 
The Coroner had the body removed to 
Robert L. Garrett’s morgue, although 
Undertaker E. H. Bresee, who had 
beaten the Coroner to the scene of the 
tragedy, made a hasty sprint on a bor- 
rowed bicycle to the residence of the 
dead .man to get an order to take 
charge of the remains, which he failed 
to get, however. The Coroner, need- 
less to say, Was not at all pleased with 


| this attempt to remove the corpse 


without his permission, and he ex- 
pressed his indignation accordingly, all 
of which does not tend toward the res- 
toration of the entente cordiale between 
Bresee Bros. Company and Coroner 
Holland, which has been badly strained 
since the enterprising Broadway under}t 
takers have undertaken to dispute the 
right of ‘the Coroner to distribute the 
patronage of his office exclusively 
among his political friends. 

The identity of the body as that of 

Croix was established by a physi- 
cian’s prescription for a sleep-produc- 
ing potion. The prescription was 
signed by Dr. Edward J. Cook, who 
had been treating the old man for pleu- 
risy and insomnia for some time. La 
Croix had been suffering considerably 
of late and was despondent over his 
condition, which he considered hopeless. 
It is thought this may have impelled 
him to take his own life. He was good- 
natured and cheerful, however, when 
he left home yesterday morning, osten- 
sibly to take a walk for his health. 

La Croix svas a native of France, but 
had lived in this country a great many 
years. He was about 75 year old. He 
is survived by his widow, two sons and 
a number of grandchildren. He lived 
at No. 1223 Valencia street, and owned 
considerable rental property, which 
brought him a small income. His prop- 
erty is alleged to have béen heavily 
mortgaged, however, and it is thought 
worry over financial affairs may have 
been one cause of his probable suicide. 

A married son of the deceased, John 
F. La Croix, lives at No. 1510 Girard 
street with his family, which consists 
of a wife and three daughters. Another 
son of the dead man lives in New York | 
City, and was recently here on a visit 
to his parents. 

Coroner Holland will hold an inquest : 
today, when the question of suicide or 
i death will probably be set- 
tled.

The Board of Public Works will re-

It also recommended 
the lacceptance of certain bids for 
street improvement. | 

The Sewer Committee has recom- 
mended the award of contracts for 
seven inew sewers recently ordered’ 
by the Council. The Work is divided 
between two contractors. 

Judge Shaw unceremoniously dGis- 
missed a petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus yesterday, asked for by S. O. 
Hikenberry, the saloon-keeper who has 
wished to test the constitutionality 
of the county-license ordinance. The 
court was not pleased with the scheme 
by which it was hoped to get the dis- 
puted ordinance before the Superior 
Court. | 
Dr. W. R. Guin, who is wanted by the 
authorities in Maine, must go—as far

cerned. Judge Shaw yesterday denied 
his petition for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus.

Will So Recommend to Coancil.

Unless there is a change in the opin- 
fons of the members of the Board of 
Public Works between now and Mon- 
day, and that is not at all probable, 
the report of that body as to the ap- 
Plications for street railway franchises 
will be Yrecommendation to the 
Council that the applications be’ de- 
nied.

Judge Shaw of the Superior Gourt. 
in his capacity as a private citizen in- 
terested in the applications for fran- 
chises, especially the one for a rail- 
Way south on Los Angeles street from 
Third, filed°a communication on the 
subject yesterday in the City Clerk’s 
office.” His purpose was to suggest a 
way out of the legal dilemma in which 
the city finds itself. At the last 
meeting of the Board of Public Works 
Judge Shaw suggested a solution of 
the difficulty, which was opposed by 
Judge Works. The communication 
filed by Judge Shaw yesterday fol- 
lows: ° 

“Being personally interested in the 
granting of the franchise along Los 
Angeles and East Washington streets, 
asked for by the Los Angeles Traction 
' Company, I wish to make the follow- 
ing suggestions as to the law relating 
to it. In the first instance, I will as- 
sume, what is evident to every lawyer 
on the mere reading, that of the 
statutes passed in 1897 on the subject of 
granting. franchises, the only one ap- 
plying to citles.is the act of March 13, 
1897, found oh page 135 of statutes of 
1897, and that if this act is invalid, 
then the city charter and section 497 
of the Civil Code constitute the only law 
governing the subject. I will further 
assumne that any franchise that may 
be offered for sale by your honorable 
body will contain provisions declaring 
how, the gross annual receipts are to 
be ascertained, similar to those sub- 
mitted to the Board of Public Works. 
These things being assumed, the fol- 
lowing propositions cannot be seriously 
or sincerely disputed by ‘any good 
lawyer: 

“Pirst—If the statute of March 13, 
1897,‘ is invalid, then the power of the 
Melty to grant franchises is not limited 
or affected thereby, and, as the Civi] 
Code gives power \to grant franchises

tions, and upon such terms’ as the 
city may provide, the proposed  pro- 
visions for ascertaining the gross re- 
ceipts will, of cotrrse, be a valid part 
of the grant of the franchise, and may 
be enforced. 

“Second—If that statute is not void 
for uncertainty in respect to the method 
of ascertaining the gross receipts, and 
the proposed provisions are not in- 
consistent with it, thén, also, they will 
be a valid part of the grant, and may 
be enforced. 

“Third—If the statute is not void for 
uncertainty in that respect, and the 
proposed provisions are in conflict with 
the statute, then it will be so because 
the statute is itself sufficiently certain 
to be enforced, and because the gross 
receipts can be ascertained under the 
terms of the statute without resorting 
to the proposed provisions. In that 
case they will be inoperative and abso- 
lutely harmless. 

“None of these alternatives present 
any real legal difficulty, and any ob- 
jections made on account of supposed 
future trouble, are no doubt urged now 
for an ulterior purpose. These three 
propositions cover the whole case, so 
far as the law’ is concerned, and dem- 
onstrate that no legal objection exists 
to the granting of the franchise with 
proper conditions inserted.

TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


Policeman Matuskiéwiz to Know His 
Fate Today. 

After a trial of nearly two haurs’ du- 
ration yesterday morning the. Board 
of Police Commissioners took under ad- 
visement the case against Patrolman 
Matuskiewig. A decision will be ‘ren- 
dered at ea special meeting of the board 
to be held this morning at 9:30 o’clotk, 
and the result is almost certain to be 
an acquittal of the policeman from all 
blame. \ 

No formal charges were made against 
the officer, the commission having 
taken cognizance of the newspaper ac- 
counts of what he did on the night in 
question. The real complaint was that 
while under the influence of some stim- 
ulant, the accused officer had heaped 
abuse upon two women prisoners whom 
he had arrested on a charge of grand 
larceny, which had no basis. That he 
was justified in making the arrest un- 
der the circumstances was admitted by 
all who knew of the case, but it was 
contended that an arresting officer, 
even though he be the victim of a 
theft, has no right to abuse prisoners 
as he did. The whole case hung on 
whether he did abuse the prisoners. On 
this point only one policeman testified, 
although there had been several pres- 
ent at the time, and this one swore that 
Matuskiewiz’s actions were as proper 
as if the prisoners had been simply his 
guests. 

Sergt. Jeffries testified that he did 
not arrive at the Police Station until 
the incident was nearly closed; Matus- 
Wwiewiz was not intoxicated, in his 
opinion; he was wildly excited over the 
loss of his money, and he (the sergeant) 
had later ordered him into the ser- 
geant’s room in order to ascertain why 
the arrests had been made. The s8er- 
geant had seen nothing out of the way 
in the conduct of the officer, else he 
would himself have taken action. 

Policeman Edwards was one of the 
persons arrested with the others by 
Matuskiewiz at the time he thought he 
was robbed. Edwards had been invited 
into the other officer’s room and had 
partaken of certain liquid refreshments 
there, but Matuskiewiz had not im- 
bibed of the beer and whisky which 
were in the room at the time. Edwards 
recounted what happened in the room, 
but when it came to telling what hap- 
pened at the Police Station he ‘“‘forgot’”’ 
all about the matter and told nothing. 


cident Edwards had said that Matus- 
kiewiz was under the influence of 
liquor, “or something else,’”’ but yes- 
terday he swore that Matuskiewiz 
was perfectly sober. Edwards made 
every effort to ‘‘square’”’ the trouble 
for his brother officer, his reason being 
that he might himself get into trouble 
over it. 

Clerk Bean told of the arrival of the

the subsequent finding of Matuskie- 
wiz’s money and of the release of the 


what was done for their amusement, 
and other facts which had no bearing 
upon the misconduct with which he 
was charged. He declared positively 
that he was not drunk and that he had 
had only two or three drinks that day. 
He submitted a physician’s certificate 
showing that he was ill enough to be in 
bed at the time and therefore could 
not have drank much had he been so 
disposed. He related his discovery of 
the loss of his money and of the search 
that had ‘been made for it; admitted 
having blown his whistle for other 
officers and told of their response to 
the signal. He absolutely denied the 
assertion that he had abused his pris- 
oners, saying that he was very much 
excited over the loss of his mongy. In 
giving his evidence he even said he 
did not arrest the persons in the room, 
but that statement was probably not 
intended and was due to a misunder- 
standing of a uqestion put to him by 
his attorney. His acquaintance with 
the persons in the house, he said, was 
not at all familiar. In short, his testi- 
mony Was @ general denial of all that 
had been charged against him. Other 
policemen testified that they had in- 
vited Matuskiewiz to drink that night 
and he had refused, pleading illness. 
Chief Glass stated that he saw Matus- 
kiewiz the next morning and that he 
was sober. The Chief explained how 
it was that he had not preferred for- 
mal charges against the officer. As to 
his record as a policeman, the Chief 
testified that, although Matuskiewiz 
had had domestic troubles they had 
not interferred with the performance 
of his duties as an officer, and as 
such he had never been in trouble be- 
fore. The Chief thought him a very 
excitable man. 

At the conclusion of the hearing of 
the evidence the board took the case 
under advisement, it being understood 
that the matter is to be decided this 
morning, at which time the pay roll of 
the department is to be approved. 
Immediately after adjournment the 
board went into executive session in 
the Mayor’s office and talked over the 
Matuskiewiz case. The Gorman case, 
which had been set for settlement yes- | 
terday, was not publicly mentioned.

Detec- 
tive Auble knew nothing of the cire- 
cumstances of the arrests, or of the 
subsequent occurrences. He had been 
called out of the detectives’ office by 
Officer Shand to go and search Matus- 
kiewiz’s room, and was present when 
the missing money was found. He 
said he saw nothing that transpired at 
the Police Station other than the re- 
lease of the prisoners. ; 
Another witness swore that Matus- 
kiewiz was either under the influence 
of liquor, or was so greatly excited as 
to be beside himself mentally, that the 
had abused the women prisoners in a 
disgraceful manner, after the arrest, 
and that his general conduct was such 
as to lead to the belief that he was 
under the influence of some stimulant, 
that being evidenced by his actions in 
having blown a distress signal in order 
to arrest two women, a man and two 
boys, when he had another officer in 
the same room with him, and also by 
his actions after his prisoners had 
been taken to the Police Station. An- 
other witness testified that he had 
taken a drink with Matuskiewiz late 
that afternoon, but that at that time 
the officer was not intoxicated. 3 
Affidavits from Fred Knowles and 
wife and Mrs. Belle Soldanel, persons 
whom Matuskiewiz arrested, . were 
read. They do not in terms affirm, or 
deny the charge of abuse made agé*nst 
the officer, but state that. under. the 
circumstances he acted as any reason- 
able man would be expected, to act. 
They expressed a desire that no action 
be taken in the matter, as they have 
no complaint to make ‘against him. 
As these are the persons against whom 
Matuskiewiz’s abuse was directed, and 
as they refused to appear to testify as 
to just what did occur at.the.Police 
Station, the board could not take their 
evidence as given in the affidavits, and 
upon this evidence alone the officer 
would probably have been acquitted. 
Attorney Le Compte Davis told: of 
having seen the accused officer earlier 


in the evening, at which, time he was: 


duly sober, and had talked of certain 
legal business with the attorney, who 
was his representative in certain court 
proceedings. Policeman McGraw saw 
the accused at 1 o’clock, an hour after 
the arrests had been made, and 
noticed that; aithough he was’ very 
much excited, he was not drunk.

SCHEME FALLS THROUGH 


EIKENBERRY’S TEST CASE PLANS 
TOO THIN. 


How the Saloon-keeper Hoped to 
Test the Constitutionality of the 
County License Ordinance in the 
Superior Court. 


Judge Shaw blew an official breath 
yesterday afternoon and bursted a big 
bubble that had, with great effort, 
floated up from the Police Court. In 
so doing he quickly dismissed an appli- 
cation for a writ of habeas corpus ask- 
ing for the release of S. O. Eikenberry, 
a saloon-keeper, alleged to be unlaw- 
fully in the custody of J. M. Glass, 
Chief of Police. As soon as Judge 
Shaw learned the circumstances that 
had led up to Eikenberry’s peculiar 
imprisonment he lost no time in deny- 
ing the saloon-kKeeper’s petition. 

Several weeks.ago Eikenberry had 
been arrested on a warrant issued from 
the Police Court charging him with 
having retailed iquor in this city with- 
out a county license, as required by 
ordinance passed by the Board of Su- 
pervisors. About a dozen other saloon 
men were gathered in at the same 
time and charged with a similar of- 
fense. Eikenberry’s case was to have 
been: made a test case, but after a few 
days had elapsed, his fellow-saloon- 
men in difficulty decided to clear them- 
selves, and immediately paid the li- 
cense due, and had the civil cases be- 
gun against them by the County Tax 
Collector dismissed. By paying the 
costs that had already accrued in the 
Police Court the criminal proceedings 
pending there were also dismissed. 

Eikenberry thus stood alone. It 
seemed to him that the constitutional- 
ity of the Supervisors’ license ordi- 
nance ought to be tested, and he was 
willing to go to considerable trouble to 
get the matter before the Superior 
Judge before he could be tried by Po- 
lice Justice Morgan. Consequently a 
great plan savas at once concocted, 
though it was ‘somewhat difficult of ex- 
ecution. 

If Eikenberry, ‘however, had only 
been an inmate of the City Jail, it 
would not have begnjso hard. But, in 
point of fact, he was enjoying the 
sweet air of liberty on a $100 bail bond. 
The scheme, therefore, was to get into 
jail. With this object in view, Eiken- 
berry, with his attorney, Moye G. Nor- 
ton, went to the Chief of Police on 
Thursday and asked him to stick the 
saloon-keeper in jail—only for a few 
minutes, however, for Eikenberry 
would never consent to the oders and 
joys of prison life as long as a bond of 
$100 could separate him from such bliss. 
Chief Glass was accommodating, and 
into jail went Eikenberry long enough 
to put his signature to a petition for 
writ of habeas corpus. 3 

With the petition thus signed, and 
having thanked.the’ Chief for his kind- 
ness, Eikenberry’ and-his‘attorney left 
the Police Station chuckling in great 
glee over the. depth-of: their plot, and 
the fact that the constitutionality of 
the county license ordinance was; thus 
to be unwittingly put-to,the test. ' 

It only took Judge Shaw about three 
minutes té comprehend the ,situation 
yesterday afternoon. Eikenberry’s 
“actual imprisonment” and’ his’ “re- 
straint of liberty,” as stated in his pe- 
tition, did not impress the’court. And 
with great haste was ,the bubble of 
Eikenberry’s hope crushed.

Corpus, Denied. 

The hearing of Dr. Walter R. Guin’s 
petition for a writ of, habeas corpus to 
restrain the officers of the State ‘of 
Maine from taking him back to an- 
swer to a charge‘ of polygamy, was 
heard by Judge Shaw yesterday. The 
matter was to have been taken up at 
19 o’clock, but. it was finally set down 
to follow a lengthy probate calendar, 
and it was almost'11:30 o’clock when 
the hearing began.

Guin and the young Massachusetts 
woman with whom he is said to have 
eloped, sat in the courtroom, fondled 
each other’s hands, exchanged  love-

down to Gov. Gage’s warrant, and even 
his warrant as amended, which Judge 
Shaw had ordered upon Mr. Hunsak- 
er’s objection on Thursday that the 
~varrant was insufficient to detain on 
account of some technical omission. 
But even the amended warrant 
could not quiet objections. Mr. Hun- 
saker held that Gov. Gage had no 
right to amend a warrant, and that 
the only thing to be done in the prem- 
ises was to issue a new document.

Deputy District Attorney Willis tcok 
a position opposite to that of Guin’s 
attorney, and, after he had presented 
his arguments, Judge Shaw rendered 
an_order denying the writ. Sheriff 
Hammel was instructed to serve the 
warrant of arrest issued by the Gov- 
ernor upon a requisition of Gav. Powell 
of Maine for the surrender of Guin, 
and to deliver him to William H. 
Medley, agent of the State of Maine. 
This order was promptly obeyed in 
the courtroom yesterday, and Mr. 
Medley took his prisoner in charge un- 
der handcuffs. When the officers will 
leave for ‘the East, they do not know. 
They have been delayed so many 
times since Tuesday, they say, that 
they will not be off till they have gone. 
It is reported that the matter ma 
taken into the Federal courts.

DEARER MONEY EXPECTED. The 
fact is now generally observed that 
the money markets all over the civil- 
ized world have become. active and 
banking credit is everywhere becoming 
dearer. The four quarters of the earth 
are beginning to tug restiessly at the 
available supply of gold, and every- 
where new enterprises are looking out 
for a larger swing. Money to move 
the crops, says the American Banker,

4s in fact a matter of minor considera- 
tion compared with .the general Gde- 
mand for ‘money. Observe, tor in- 
stance, that the July money muarhet is 
traditionally a dull and unencouraging 
thing. This year it is a monsier, hun- 
gry and unsatisfied.

COMMERCIAL. 

COFFEE TRADE. Coffee engrosses 
the attention of the business world to 
no small degree. The American 
Grocer presents a review for the fiscal 
year, from which the following facts 
are condensed: 

It is somewhat surprising that the 
deliveries of coffee in the United 
States for the year ending June 30, 
were only 353.675 bags behind the re- 
markable record of the previous year, 
when the withdrawals trom liscensed 
warehouses in anticipation of the duty, 
made the consumption appear larger 
than it was in reality. It indicates a 
very active and increasing use of cof- 
fee as a beverage. Since 1896, the de- 
liveries have increased over 30 per 
cent.

MASS-MEETING ON* AN- 
NEXATION QUESTION, 


North Pasadena’s Citizens Tarn Out 
and Vote 
Sanitary District to Be Organised, 

_ Final Blow Given to Kindergar- 
, tens by District Attorney. 


— 


PASADENA, July 28.—[Regular Corresp-nd- 
ence.] North Pasadena effervesced this even- 
ing like a double-spigotted soda fountain. It 
was a combined charge of annexation ques- 
tion and “sanitary district’’ that did it. The 
citizens turned out en masse ai the meeting 
in Foresters’ Hall. The room overflowed, men 
standing in the hallway, and groups cf them 
about the front door and the beck decor, cut- 
' side. The movement for annexation to Pas- 
udena ‘was led by J. H. Woodworth, M. D. 
Painter, Prof. C. E. Tebbetts and D. .W. 
Lewis, who made carnest speeches in. favor 
of it. Judge Nelson, ex-Supervicor W. L. 
Woodward and Cyrus Wright marshaled the 
Opposition. When it came to a vote the loud- 
est shout went up against annexation at the 
present time. ; 

Byron Lisk was made chairman of the 
meeting, and William Forbes secretary. Prof. 
Tebbets, as one of the signers of the call, 
explained the object of the meeting. Cyrus 

right was called up, and said that a few 
years ago he went around with a poper and 
escertained that about two-thirds of the vot- 
‘ers were then in favor of annexstion, their 
wish being to get rid of the saloon. Now it 
appears there is another way cf disposing of 
the saloon. It ig suggested that we annex 
«A part of the town to Pasadena. Might not 
the saloon then go into the other part, and 
what would we have gained? I am opposed 
to carving ourselves up in that way. An- 
nexation would increase cut taxes. The son- 
itary district arrangement would accomplish 
what we want without that increased expenee. 
AVe need not be deterred by threats that the 
Sanitary district law will be overturned in 
the courts. It will stand the test. Let us 
keep cur town together and ‘not elice it up, 
whatever we do. 

_.J. H. Woodworth expressed himself heart- 
ily in favor of joining the city of Pasadena. 
North Pasadena can’t go ahead much till she 
becomes a part of the city. You can put 
that right down. It ig annexation or litt'e 
orogress for us. 

a = voice. What are the benefits of annexa- 


Mr. Woodworth replied that for one thing 
it would remove the chief obstacle to munici- 
pal ownership of water. Then we can’t 

ave permanent etreet improvements till .we 
are a part of the city. Any grade we might 
@Stablish is liable to be upset or any walk 
to be torn up. We can’t have street lights 
paid for by the city till we are annexed. As 
a real estate dealer I know it ie impossible 
ta get wealthy men to build homes in North 
Paeadena, because we do not have sewers 
and.cther improvements, which we must con- 
tinue to do without till we become united to 
Pasadena. We might be taxed more, but our 
property would be worth more. 

Mr. Herris- Why can’t we do as South 
ot <a did and incorporate a city of our 

Mr. Woodwarth replied that was the worst 
thing that South Pasadena ever did, and 
leading men down there recognized it now, 
and wished they might disincorporate. 

Mr. Harris proposed that the best way to 

secure the most advantages would be to 
annex the whole territory up to the moun- 
tains to Los Angeles. 
_ To @ question as to where to draw the 
line of annexation to Pasadena, Mr. Wood- 
worth replied that he was in favor of taking 
in all the Painter & Ball tract. 

Judge J. P. Nelson fired hot shot at the 
annexation proposition. He said the regrad- 
ing of the streets by the Pasadena engineer 
would work ruin to many householders, leav- 
ing them on the edge of a cliff or down in 
a hole, and the taxation would be so heavy 
bs so the property would have to be sold for 

es. 
abuttors have to pay for every foot of sew- 
ers, and they con do it as well now ag they 
could if North Pasadena were annexed, I 

e that the call for this meeting says that 
“‘annexation will settle the water question.”’ 
Yes, it would settle it for North Pasadena. 
[Laughter.] It would settle it so that Pasa- 
dena could draw all the water out of the 
pipes and we could get the air. Taxation 
would be five times as high if we were an- 
nexed. They would tax us so that the bon 
tons could come up from Pasadena with a

Ex-County Supervisor Woodward protested 

against annexation. He said “it would be 
no advantage to North Pasadena, but a 
great advantage to Pasadena, for us to pay 
a part of her bonded indebtedness.’’ 
_M. D. Painter raised his voice in favor 
of annexation. He did not believe the taxes 
would be as high as Judge Nelson had rep- 
resented; they would be some higher, but we 
would get our money’s worth. If we don’t 
decide for annexation, let’s have a sanitary 
district, and fire out the saloon. 
» Hon. W: S. Melick explained the nature of 
the sanitary district law, in answer to a 
question, and Dr. H. A. Reid spoke along 
the same line. He eaid the police features 
of the law had been fully sustained by the 
courts, and it could not be overturned. 

Judge Nelson asked why it would not be 
a good plan to wait till the Lamanda Park 
test case had been decided before taking ac- 
tion in North Pasadena with regard to or- 
ganizing a eanitary district. 
W. Lewis made a reusing speech for 

annexation. He had been through it in 
_ Towa and seen the benefits of it. The town 
he used to live in formerly had « mossback 
arrangement similar to North Pasadena, and 
stood still for years, but was ann=<ed to the 
city and immediately began to grow. We 
see that men of wealth won't come here to 
settle now, because we have no sewers, no 
lights, no permanent street improvements. 
Meters will prevent any unfair -apportion- 
ment of water under municipal ownership, 
while with the present arrangement there is 
no power on earth which could orevent Pasa- 
dena from. stealing away North Pasadena’s 
water if she wanted to. The fact is, we want 
improvements and should be willing to pay 
for them. 

Prof. Tebbetts said he wags unwilling to 
see the outlying crchard property annexed, 


because it could not stand both the city and 


county tax. He favored annexing the resi- 
dence portion of North Pasadena, and re- 
<eacelanes the advantages, such as street 
lights, free mail delivery, fire protection, de- 
creased insurance rates, riddance of the sa- 
loon, a system of sewerage, and lessened 
danger of typhoid fever. 

J. H.. Hunter, who evidently had passed a 
part of the evening in the vicinity of the 
saloon, occupied a large amount of time 
with incoherent © remarks, the purport of 
which seemed to be that North Pssadena 
didn’t need any eewers, but did need a sa- 
loon; that he had six chickens and saw evi- 
dences of a deep-laid ‘“‘concoction’’ to rob 
him of his possessions. Hunter made six 
speeches and set the meeting. in an uproar. 
Finally the chairman went ahead with the 
business, ignoring his ebullitions, after 
vainly endeavoring to call him to order. 

After further discussion Charles Seamans 
made a motion to the effect that it was the 
senee of the meeting that it is not advisable 
for North Pasadena to be annexed at present. 
This. motion was carried. It was evident 
that such was the sentiment of the majority 
of those present, and the friends of annexa- 
tion declared they did not want to make a 
fight against the wishes of the people, but 
rather to ascertain them. 

‘The meeting then voted to go ahead with 
the organizetion of a eanitary district for the 
purpose of driving out the saloon. 

NO FREE KINDERGARTENS. 

There will be no free kindergartens in Pas- 
adena under the present city charter. It 
is the final decision of the District Attorney 
that this city is not authorized by law to 
expend a part of the public school moneys 
for kindergarten schools. Secretary Walker 
of the Pasadena school board today received 
notice from County Superintendent Striue 
that he had been served with a written opin- 
ion from Dist.-Atty. Rives in which he says: 

“The power to adopt the kindergarten 


~ ~geheeli—as a part of the public school sys- 


tem resides in city bonrds cf education, and 
consequently is confined to -cities having 
boards of educaticn (sections 1616 and 1665, 
Political Code.) The course of study in cities 
of the sixth class, which have no boards 
of education, much be that adopted by county 
boerds of education (section 1617, Political 
Code.)’’ The District Attorney then goes on 
to show that county boards cf education can- 
not adjopt the kindergarten. 

This decision will be a bitter disappoint- 
ment to Pasadena mothers who have worked 
so hard to get a vote of Pasadena in favor 
of the child gardens, and gucceeded. It will 
strengthen the opinion of many encterpiis ng 
citizens that Pesadena has cutgrow» her 
charter, and should not be content to rema.n 
in the position of a sixth-class anything. 

PASADENA BREVITIES.

Twenty-seven Carloats of the Fruit 
Ready tor Shipment — Three 
Times 7s Much Peaches Ahead. 
Third Trial for Rape 


SANTA ANA. July 28. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.|] The cannery has completed the 
handling of the apricot crop of this valley, 
so far as the canning of the fruit is con- 
cerned, and preparations are now being made 
for the peach crop. The first peaches for 
tie season will arrive at the cannery tomor- 
row, when a short run will be made. By 
the first of the week enough fruit is expected 
to keep the cannery running regularly. 

In round numbers, the apricot output of 
the cannery this season has been 12,000 cases, 
or a little over two hundred and seventy 
thousand cans. All this fruit is now stored 
in the building, but the manager is daily ex- 
pecting shipping instructions. An ordinary 
fruit car holds 400 cases, or 9600 cans. To 
move this large bulk of apricots it will re- 
quire a train of twenty-seven cars, loaded to 
their fullest capacity. This fruit tepresents 
an expenditure of $25,000 by the Cutting Fruit 
Company, about $10,000 of which has been 
paid out to the men, women and children of

The Walnut Crop Will Soon Be Out 
of Danger. 

ANAHEIM, July 28.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.} The walnut crop is advancing in an 
exceedingly favorable manner, and within 
fifteen days, if favorable conditions continue 
it will be out of danger from hot winds or 
any of the other disasters which have been 
encountered in past seasons. In the south- 
western territory the nuts are rather ad- 
vanced and will be out of the way of harm 
within ten days.

SAN BERNARDINO, July 28. — [Regular 
Correspondence.]

UNION LEAGUE CLUB. 


Meeting for Organization Appoints 
a Committee on Amalgamation, 
In response to a call issued on July 

25, over the signatures of five promi- 

nent Republicans of the city, about 

sixty of the elect gathered in Banquet 

Hall, Odd Fellows Block, last even- 

ing for the purpose of perfecting an 

organization to be known as “The Un- 
ion League Club of Los Angeles.” This 
club was to be social and political in 
its nature, and was designed as an 

uid to the Republican party in the next 
campaign, that object having been set 
forth by those who had the affair in 
charge. The events that had led up 
to the movement were briefly rehearsed 
and the object of the meeting an- 
nounced to those who were not in close 
touch with the idea. 

* Chairman G. M. Giffen portrayed 

the necessity of organized action on the 

part of the Republicans and called for 
remarks from those present. A num- 
ber of speakers responded and a good 
deal of party sentiment was indulged 
in. The attempt at organization, how- 
ever, died ‘“‘a-borning,” as a deputation 
from a similar Union League Club 
that has been trying to resuscitate the 

Columbia Club appeared on the scene, 

stormed the outer works, drove in the 

pickets, and finally forced the pro- 
moters of the new political. organiza- 
tion to run up a flag of truce. 

R. D. Wade told of the efforts that 
were being put forth to raise the $2500 
necessary to meet the liabilities of the 
Columbia Club, and stated that while 
in no sense was the effort intended 
to antagonize the formation of other 
clubs, it seemed better that all should 
work together for the support of one 


club. Many other speakers ex- 


pressed the opinion that, as the Repub- 
licans of the city had not properly 
supported one club, it would be folly 
to try and run two. 

Hon. James McLachlan made a 
speech, urging upon all Republicans 
the necessity of sticking together and 
éxpressed it as his opinion that one 
#00d club, in which all were interested, 
was far better than two clubs between 
which factional feelings might arise. 
To give point to his remarks, he moved 
that a committee of five be appointed 
to confer with a like committee from 
the other union club, and after re- 
marks by J. B. Bushnell, president of 
the Columbia Club, Judge John PD. 
Works, L. R. Garrett and “W. M. Gar- 
land, all of whom pointed out the 
necessity of eliminating factions from 
the ranks, the motion prevailed. The 
committee, as appointed, consisted of 
Hon. James McLachlan, Judge John 
YD. Works, Capt. F. J. Cressey, M. 
Garland and L. R. Garrett. 

In vain, Capt. Cressey protested that 
the maker of the motion was not on the 
roll of the chosen few. who had been 
specially invited to initiate the new 
movement, and that those who had 
worked hard to get the matter into 
shape were entitled to some considera. 
tion. The friends from the other camp 
had the ball rolling their Way, and 
the meeting was adjourned to meet at 
the same’time and place next Frid: Ly 
evening, to hear the report of the com- 
mittee on a “Union League.”
